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Gay men 
unaware of 
their AIDS 
infection 
status

M ost young gay men in the Unit¬ 
ed States are unaware they are 
infected with HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, government researchers 
attending the XIV International AIDS 
Conference in Barcelona, Spain said 
Monday, July 8. 

“Clearly, unrecognized infection 
with human immunodeficiency virus 
is a problem in men who have sex 
with men,” said Duncan MacKeller, 
an epidemiologist with the tors : - 
for Disease Control and Prevention in 
Atlanta. “A substantial number of 
young gay and bisexual men of all 
races have HIV, do not know they are 
infected, do not think they are at risk, 
are not getting tested, and may be un¬ 
knowingly transmitting the virus to 
their partners,” he said. 

In a presentation at the XIV Inter¬ 
national AIDS Conference, MacKeller 
reported: 

• Of 5,719 young gay men tested in 
several American cities - Baltimore, 
Dallas, Los Angeles, New York, and 
Seattle - 573 or about 10 percent of 
them tested positive for HIV. “That is a 
high percentage of infected individu¬ 
als,” MacKeller told United Press Inter¬ 
national, “but what is more alarming 
is that most of those young men - aged 
15 to 29 - aren’t aware of their status.” 

• Of those 573 infected individu¬ 
als, 440 men or 77 percent were un¬ 
aware they were infected. 

• Broken down by ethnic group, 91 
percent of gay or bisexual African 
American men were unaware if they 
were infected, 70 percent of gay or bi¬ 
sexual Latinos were unaware of their 
HIV status, and 60 percent of gay or 
bisexual whites did not know whether 
they had the disease. 

MacKeller said 73 percent of the 
men surveyed had undergone HIV 
testing, but 55 percent either never 
had a test or had not been tested in 
more than a year. He said if a previ¬ 
ous test had rendered an HlV-nega- 
tive showing, the men may have per¬ 
ceived they were free of getting the 
disease. 

“What we wonder is what is hap¬ 
pening at the encounter these people 
had at the testing clinic and what their 
counselors told them,” MacKeller 
said. “We have got to make sure that 
these counselors are on the top of 
their game when they talk to people 
who have a negative test.”

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An estimated 200-300 demonstrators from different countries marched in Parc Montijuic in 
Barcelona, Spain, site of the XIV International AIDS Conference, on Sunday, July 7 demanding 
AIDS drugs for every nation. The conference opened Sunday and continues through Friday. 


W e now realize that the HIV/AIDS 
epidemic is at an early stage of de¬ 
velopment and that its long-term 
evolution is still unclear,” read a 
new UNAIDS report released on the eve of 
the XIV International AIDS Conference. An 
additional 65 million people are likely to die 
of the disease by 2020, absent dramatically 
expanded prevention and treatment efforts. 

“In southern Africa, HIV prevalence has 
not yet stabilized at some natural limit. HIV 
rates are still on the rise, with HIV infec¬ 
tions occurring among more than 40 per¬ 
cent of all pregnant women, in some loca¬ 
tions. In West Africa, apparent stability at 
lower levels has also turned out to be an il¬ 
lusion, with the epidemic now taking off 
again,” wrote UNAIDS director Peter Piot 
in the document’s preface. 

Among young people, those aged 15 to 
24, in the hardest hit regions of sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa, women are twice as likely to be 
infectetHvrtlrPttV as are men. That is large¬ 
ly the result of older men having sex with 
younger women. Average life expectancy 
has plummeted 20-30 years in the hardest 
hit countries and it continues to drop.

W hen hundreds of new 
LGBTQ faces storm 
San Francisco next 
weekend, rest assured 
that these fierce queer travel¬ 
ers plan on “Takin’ It Over” - 
the theme of this year’s 
Young, Loud, and Proud con¬ 
ference sponsored by Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and In¬ 
formation Center. 

YLP, now in its seventh 
year, is the only large-scale 
conference of its kind pro¬ 
duced and run entirely by 
youth. Because many LGBT 
youth encounter isolation and 
lack of support in their own 
communities, the conference 
often provides a vital lifeline, 
empowering LGBTQ young 
people by providing them 
with opportunities to connect 
with others and strategize pol¬ 
icy and ideals for their 
schools, home towns, and beyond. Previous 
workshops have addressed, for instance, how 
to form gay-straight alliances in high schools. 

The conference takes place Friday, July 19 
through Sunday July 21, at Horace Mann 
Middle School in San Francisco. 

This year’s workshops - newly referred to 
as “teaching and learning circles” - number 
more than 75 and run the gamut from the 
personal to the political. 

“We’ve got some circles that deal with self-

Mann (at 23rd and Valencia), 
registration and breakfast are 
from 9 to 10 a.m., and the 
conference welcome goes 
until 11 a.m. Keynote speak¬ 
ers are Alex Lee, 24, a Chinese 
and Taiwanese American 
transgender activist who is 
studying law to fight the 
prison industrial complex; 
and Ron McCan, youth pro¬ 
gram and policy coordinator 
for the San Francisco Youth 
Commission. 

Saturday’s teaching and 
learning circles are from 
11:15 a.m. through 3 p.m., 
with a break for lunch. Af¬ 
ternoon performances by 
youth are from 5-5:30 p.m., 
and a dance as well as poet¬ 
ry slam finals run from 8 
p.m. until midnight. 

Sunday’s schedule in¬ 
cludes a town hall meeting 
from 10-11 a.m., more 
teaching and learning cir¬ 
cles, brunch, and a closing session. The con¬ 
ference wraps up at 3:30 p.m. 

More than 600 youth are expected at YLP, 
and they will be coming from as far away as 
Canada, Boston, and Hawaii. YLP is inclusive 
of all genders and races, and is free for youth 
25 and under. Adults are asked to pay $50. 
Pre-registration is recommended for every¬ 
one; call (415) 703-6150, ext. 21 or 28.

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HRC to honor Pelosi, 
lang at annual dinner

n recognition of their contri¬ 
butions to advancing the 
rights of the gay community, 
Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi 
and recording artist k.d. lang will 
be honored by the Human Rights 
Campaign at its annual dinner in 
San Francisco later this month. 

Pelosi, who has represented 
San Francisco in the House of 
Representatives since 1987, and 
lang, who was one of the first 
women musicians to publicly 
come out of the closet, will both 
receive HRC’s Equality Award. 
Actress Christine Ebersole, win¬ 
ner of a Tony Award and an Outer 
Critics Circle Award in 2001 for 
her role in the Broadway musical 
revival 42nd Street, will speak and 
perform at the black tie dinner. 

“We are thrilled to have people 
of such high caliber and extraor¬ 
dinary talent be part of this re¬ 
markable event,” said HRC Exec¬ 
utive Director Elizabeth Birch. 
“This evening will not only be in¬ 
credibly entertaining, but it will 
also honor those who have helped 
advance our movement.” 

As the House Minority Whip 
and the highest-ranking woman 
in the history of the United States 
Congress, Pelosi has continued to 
work on and support such issues 
as civil rights legislation and 
AIDS funding legislation. 

She is a co-sponsor of the 
Local Law Enforcement Enhance¬ 
ment Act, a bill that would ex¬ 
pand federal jurisdiction to reach 
serious, violent hate crimes; co¬ 
sponsor of the Employment Non- 



Discrimination Act, a bill that 
would provide basic protections 
against workplace discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orientation; 
and is a co-chair of the AIDS Task 
Force of the House Democratic 
Caucus. 

“She has supported several dif¬ 
ferent pieces of civil rights legis¬ 
lation specifically related to 
human rights,” David Dancer, 
who is organizing the dinner, said 
as to why Pelosi is being honored 
this year. “She has voted for sev¬ 
eral things the HRC had been 
pushing on the Hill. Another rea¬ 
son is she is the highest ranking 
woman on the Hill and is stand¬ 
ing out in her own community.” 

During the dinner, HRC will 
also recognize several local groups 
and leaders for their work on be¬ 
half of the LGBT community. The 
nine-member Queer Youth Ac¬ 
tion Team will be honored for its 
work to decrease homophobia in 
Contra Costa County schools.

16th annual AIDS Walk 
set for next weekend

eople who are concerned 
about the financial struggle 
faced by many HIV/AIDS 
nonprofits this year - yet who si¬ 
multaneously suffer from donor 
and event fatigue - will be happy 
to know that the 16th annual AIDS 
Walk is just around the corner. 

Produced by MZA Events Inc. 
in conjunction with the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation, AIDS 
Walk has the unique distinction of 
being a low-key, all-inclusive stroll 
that is also one of the biggest 
fundraisers for many area organi¬ 
zations. Last year’s walk attracted 
25,000 participants and brought 
in $3.8 million, despite the fact 
that there is no minimum 
fundraising requirement for 
teams or individuals. A large 
amount of the money raised - 
nearly $1 million - is granted to 
dozens of Bay Area HIV/AIDS or¬ 
ganizations besides SFAF. Benefit¬ 
ing organizations this year include 
AIDS Emergency Fund, Asian & 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center, 
Dolores Street Community Ser¬ 
vices, Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services, New Leaf: Ser¬ 
vices for Our Community, Posi¬ 
tive Resource Center, Project 
Open Hand, Proyecto Contra 
SIDA por Vida, Shanti, Stop AIDS 
Project, Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center, and Women Orga¬ 
nized to Respond to Life-threat¬ 


ening Diseases, among others. 

“Each year we slightly break 
our past record. We’re the only 
AIDS Walk in the country that 
consistently has record-breaking 
results,” said Redge Norton, 
spokesman for SFAF. 

The 10-kilometer walk will 
launch from Golden Gate Park’s 
Sharon Meadow on the morning 
of Sunday, July 21. 

Although SFAF, like most orga¬ 
nizations, has been affected by post- 
September 11 economics, AIDS 


Walk registration is right on target, 
according to Norton, who also em¬ 
phasized that people can show up 
and sign up on the day of the event. 

“Ideally we’d like people to raise 
money beforehand but let’s say 
you’re busy and realize that AIDS 
Walk is happening in a few days; 
you can show up that day, self¬ 
pledge any amount, and drop off 
your contribution in monitored 
buckets around the park,” said Nor¬ 
ton, who added that there is no one 
way to raise money for the walk. 
“People do it many different ways. 
They can get sponsored by the kilo¬ 
meter or do it by flat donation.” 

The success of AIDS Walk 
most likely is owed to its tradition 
of attracting all types of people. 


Unlike bike-a-thon fundraisers 
(SFAF’s AIDS/LifeCycle, for in¬ 
stance), the walk requires no in¬ 
tense training, and can be done by 
families with children, people in 
wheelchairs, senior citizens, and 
anyone else who simply wants to 
enjoy a day in the park. 

Check-in for the walk begins at 9 
a.m., and an aerobic warm-up takes 
place at 9:30. Then, at 10:30 a.m., 
participants step off to begin the 
walk, which takes them through the 
park, all the way toward the beach, 


and back again. A sizable number of 
people return within two hours, in 
time to enjoy the post-AIDS Walk 
concert at Sharon Meadow. Local 
and national celebrities are expected 
to speak and perform. Weather per¬ 
mitting, many participants bring 
picnic lunches or grills and stay to 
enjoy the scenery and people. At 
2:45 p.m., there will be an an¬ 
nouncement of the funds raised by 
AIDS Walk 2002. 

“It’s a really great day for 
everybody,” said Norton. “It’s not 
a race, and not competitive. It just 
brings people together around a 
common goal.”

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Queer in prison event Wed.

I rom rape to healthcare ne- 
fji gleet to punishment based on 
§ sexual orientation, it is clear 
that prison issues should be as rel¬ 
evant to the gay rights movement 
as any other prominent battle. 

On Wednesday, July 17, the 
Trans and Gender Variant Com¬ 
mittee and the HIV and Hepatitis 
C Committee of California Prison 
Focus invite the community to 
learn more about conditions for 
LGBT people in prison at “Locked 
Out: Lesbians, Gays, Bisexuals, 
and Transgenders Behind Bars,” 
an evening of discussion, first¬ 
hand accounts, and performance 
at the LGBT Community Center 
at 1800 Market Street at 7 p.m. 

Former prisoners, advocates, 
and activists will all be featured, 
including Linda Evans, the lesbian 
political prisoner and anti-impe¬ 
rialist activist held for 16 years be¬ 
fore President Clinton released her 
as one of his last acts in office. Also 
speaking is Veronika Cauley, 


transgender rights advocate and 
candidate for San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor in District 8; Judy 
Greenspan, longtime prisoners’ 
rights advocate and political orga¬ 
nizer; and Antoine Mayhan, com¬ 
munity activist and HIV-positive 
former prisoner. Transgender hip- 
hop poets Marcus Rene Van and 
Jaycub Perez will also perform a 
short number. 

Issues discussed will include the 
denial of visitation rights for do¬ 
mestic partners of prisoners, dis¬ 
crimination faced by transgender 
prisoners, physical and mental 
abuse by prison staff and inmates, 
the epidemic proportions of HIV 
and hepatitis C in prison, and the 
growing prison population in the 
United States. Former prisoners are 
also invited to speak out during an 
open mike session of the event. 

Locked Out will be held in the 
community center’s ceremonial 
room on the fourth floor. The 
event is free and open to all, and 
wheelchair accessible. Food and 
nonalcoholic beverages will be 
provided. T

of it, and supported Leno’s mea¬ 
sure, which would bring the delib¬ 
erations out into the open and 
under the aegis of San Francisco’s 
sunshine ordinance. 

The existing permitting 
process has failed spectacularly in 
recent months. 

• Bruno’s Restaurant in the 
Mission almost closed because of 
a bureaucratic snafu. 

• Bar owners were busted for 
providing coffee to patrons after 
hours during the recent World 
Cup soccer matches. It now takes 
at least three months and costs a 
minimum of $1,500 to get an 
after-hours permit, and they had¬ 
n’t complied. 

• San Francisco even sent 
Canada’s Cirque du Soleil running 
to Oakland. The managers of the 
Quebec-based circus, no strangers 
to the perverse delights of bureau¬ 
cratic entanglement, finally threw 
their Gallic hands in the air after 
wrestling with San Francisco’s bu¬ 
reaucracy and fled across the bay 
to do their performances. 

Opening a new club is even 
harder. 

The city’s largest and most 
popular dance club at 177 
Townsend closed'last weekend, 
and there won’t be a new venue 
nearby to replace it. The closest 
thing going is a recycling of the 
old Sound Factory space at 525 
Harrison Street on Saturday 
nights, to be called Palladium, by 
gay club promoter Gus Bean. 

Bean had considered building 
a new club from the ground up. 
But, said Bean’s assistant produc¬ 
er Juan Garcia, “It’s way too te¬ 
dious a process to open a new 
space, and you have so many peo¬ 
ple working against you - includ¬ 
ing the neighbors.” 

Leno’s commission will make it 
easier to open new venues by in¬ 
cluding representatives from most 
of the groups who care about 
what happens to San Francisco’s 
nightlife. The legislation calls for 
the commission to be made up of 
two representatives from the en¬ 
tertainment business, two from 
public health, one neighborhood 
advocate, one urban planner, and

an Francisco’s nightlife is in 
‘ | decline. It has been dying, 
M slowly, since the rave scene 
began to sputter in the late 1990s. 
Terrance Alan, who is the presi¬ 
dent of San Francisco’s Late Night 
Coalition, said recently that 
“everybody I know who goes on a 
vacation to New York - even after 
September 11 - comes back and 
sits in my office with tears in their 
eyes,” because the nightlife is so 
much more vibrant there. 

There are two main reasons. 
First, the economy is in a down¬ 
turn, and partying is expensive. 
But the other reason there are so 
few new clubs is the way that San 
Francisco issues entertainment 
and after-hours permits. 

There’s not much anybody can 
do about the economy, but on 
Monday, July 8, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors approved 
legislation that should, eventually, 
make it easier to open new places 
to go at night. The vote was 8-3, 
with Supervisors Sophie Maxwell, 
Leland Yee, and Tony Hall voting 
against the measure. 

The legislation, authored by 
Supervisor Mark Leno, will create 
an entertainment commission to 
oversee nightlife, issue permits, 
and promote exciting things to do 
in San Francisco. 

Leno, who has been working 


on the legislation for nearly two 
years, was pleased with the vote. 

“I think it will bring a sense of 
planning and policy-making, as 
well as a more objective approach, 
to issuance of entertainment-re¬ 
lated permits by city government,” 
Leno told the Bay Area Reporter. 

As it is now, all permits are 
both issued and enforced by the 
Police Department. Because the 
cops issue the permits, and then 
.have to carry away the drunks and 
the overdose cases, break up the 
fights, and deal with the traffic 
jams and answer the complaints 
from the neighbors, they have lit¬ 
tle interest in issuing new permits 
to make more work for themselves 
later on. 

Because the dot-com boom fu¬ 
eled live-work construction in 
areas that were previously desert¬ 
ed at night, just about every po¬ 
tential club venue now has full¬ 
time neighbors - vocal neighbors 
ready to complain about noise 
and rowdy behavior. 

So, many permit applications 
are often refused after closed-door 
deliberations between the station 
captains and the chief of police. 

Alan said the planning and 
permitting process is set up so 
that “we allow the loudest whiner 
to set policy,” regardless of what’s 
best for the city as a whole. 

Because permitting has be¬ 
come such a contentious process, 
the Police Department wants out 


Supervisor Mark Leno 
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Citing budget deficit, 
Dufty spurns public 
financing for supe race

B evan Dufty announced 
Monday, July 8 that while he 
qualifies for public financing 
in his bid to become District 8 su¬ 
pervisor, he will reject the city funds 
and run a grassroots campaign. 

Dufty, one of several LGBT 
candidates running to replace Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno on the board, 
said he decided against the public 
money because of the city’s bud¬ 
get deficit. 

“I have concern over the city’s 
fiscal situation,” Dufty told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Right now, for 
me, it’s not the right thing.” 

Dufty emphasized that he sup¬ 
ports public financing and is not 
critical of other candidates who 
qualify for and accept the city funds. 

“I’ve thought very carefully 
about the kind of campaign I want 
to run. I need to demonstrate to 
people that I’m looking at the big 
picture,” he added. “This is not the 
time to ask San Francisco taxpay¬ 
ers, whether they live in District 8 
or elsewhere, to bear the cost of 
running political campaigns.” 

The city is struggling with a 
$175 million deficit that may re¬ 
sult in cuts to vital services, layoffs 
of city workers, and increased fees 
for everything from dog licenses 
to marriage licenses and domestic 
partner registrations. 

Departing from usual cam¬ 
paign practices, Dufty has com¬ 
mitted to a grassroots fundraising 
effort, limiting donations to $100 
from individual citizens only, and 
not accepting contributions from 
people who don’t either live or 
work in San Francisco or from 
businesses, corporations, lobby¬ 
ists, or political action committees. 

City law permits contributions 
up to $500 from any individual or 
entity. Dufty said his policy is far 
more stringent than what city law 
allows. Adhering to these guide¬ 
lines, he said hfs campaign has 
raised more than $25,000 in just 
over two weeks. 

“My sense is that people in the 
city are tired of even an appear¬ 
ance of special interest money 
buying access, and are willing to 
support a different approach to 
political fundraising. This strong 
early showing certainly encour¬ 
ages me,” he said. 

Dufty, who was director of 
neighborhood services under 
Mayor Willie Brown until his res¬ 
ignation last year, faces fellow 
LGBT candidates Eileen Hansen, 
Tom Radulovich, Shawn O’Hearn, 
and Veronika Cauley in the No¬ 
vember race. Hansen narrowly 
lost to Leno in 2000. Radulovich 
serves as an elected member of the 
BART board of directors and has 
the backing of Leno in the race. 
O’Hearn has run unsuccessfully 
several times for the seat. Cauley, 
an African American transgender 
AIDS activist, is new to the politi¬ 
cal scene, though she has served 
on various city boards and com¬ 
missions. 

Reached Wednesday morning, 
Hansen told the B.A.R. that while 
she is well aware of the city’s bud¬ 
get crisis, her campaign will take 
the public financing. 

“I’m a longtime supporter of 
campaign finance reform and de¬ 


lighted to see public financing come 
into being in San Francisco,” Hansen 
said. “Certainly, I’m concerned 
about the budget crisis but I think 
public financing is appropriate.” 

Radulovich told the B.A.R. that 
he plans to stay below the spend¬ 
ing limit and use public financing. 

Dufty said the money that he’s 
eligible for under the campaign law 
could be better put to city services. 

“By Election Day I would be el¬ 
igible to receive up to $43,750 - 
money that otherwise could pro¬ 
vide six children with child care 
for one year; 22 seniors with 
home-delivered meals for one 
year; 24 weeks of residential sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment; or one 
year’s salary for a Department of 
Public Works street cleaner,” 
Dufty said. ▼

Bevan Dufty 
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Picking our fights 


f i he Senate Health Committee’s confir¬ 
mation hearing on surgeon general 
nominee Dr. Richard Carmona has 
been thorough. But serious questions linger 
about Carmona’s qualifications for the posi¬ 
tion of “America’s family doctor.” He strikes 
us - and others - as sort of a “cowboy doc¬ 
tor.” He has not disputed reports that he left 
two hospital jobs amid tensions with man¬ 
agement, and his dual career as a sheriff’s 
deputy and trauma surgeon seemingly put 
him at odds with most public health experts, 
who are often advocates for gun control and 
believe patient-doctor relationships should 
not be punitive or coercive. While he told 
senators that he would use the bully pulpit 
to speak out on issues like AIDS, we fear he 
will tow the Republican Party line of absti¬ 
nence-only education instead of a compre¬ 
hensive sex education program that includes 
information about birth control and abor¬ 
tion and on the proper use of condoms to 
prevent sexually transmitted diseases. 

President Bush has said that Carmona’s 
experience in law enforcement and in med¬ 
icine will serve the nation well as it faces the 
threat of bioterrorism. We doubt that very 
much: Carmona, significantly, lacks experi¬ 
ence in public health; we firmly believe such 
experience is mandatory for the most visible 
public health position in the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

That said, we are pragmatic enough to 
realize that the Senate likely will confirm 
Carmona. Senators don’t seem inclined to 
fight his nomination in the way they fought 
the nomination of Attorney General John 
Ashcroft. And, senators on the committee 
actually gave Carmona a pass in that no 
questions were asked of the nominee about 
his position on sex education or abortion - 
two hot-button topics. 

Quite frankly, this country hasn’t had an 
outstanding surgeon general since Dr. 
Joycelyn Elders served nearly a decade ago. 
Honest to a fault, Elders went out of her way 
to talk frankly about sex (including mastur¬ 
bation) and, ultimately, her outspokenness 
cost her the job. Elders was on the front lines 
raising the country’s consciousness about 
AIDS and other health issues. She used the 
bully pulpit. 


Carmona, if confirmed, will most likely 
be yet another in a line of mediocre Bush 
appointments. 

On the flip side, Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Tommy Thompson - him¬ 
self a mediocre Bush appointee - 
made a surprisingly excellent 
choice when he tapped Dr. Julie 
Gerberding to lead the Centers . 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. Gerberding, who went to the 
CDC in 1998, and is a former AIDS 
physician in San Francisco, was by all ac¬ 
counts unflappable during last fall’s an¬ 
thrax crisis. She is also deeply 
familiar with the AIDS epi¬ 
demic (while in San Francisco 
she developed a model pro¬ 
gram for hospital workers exposed to the 
HIV virus through needle sticks). Her ap¬ 
pointment requires Senate confirmation, 
which should not be a problem. 

It is clear to us that during the Bush ad¬ 
ministration, we must pick our fights care¬ 


fully and, with that in mind, we’d much 
rather build up capital with senators for a 
confirmation fight that has not yet hap¬ 
pened but eventually will - the next nomi¬ 
nee to the U.S. Supreme Court. In the long 
run, this is an infinitely more important 
fight, because the president and the Re¬ 
publicans will want to do everything 
in their power to keep the current 
conservative majority on the bench 
intact. And this is another, very im¬ 
portant reason why it’s crucial that 
Democrats keep control of the Senate 
^ in the upcoming congressional elec¬ 
tions. 

Does it disturb us that Car¬ 
mona, who does not have a de¬ 
gree in public health, will be 
one of the administration’s most visible 
faces on health matters? You bet it does. But 
Carmona’s likely confirmation as surgeon 
general pales in comparison to what will be 
an all-out political war when it comes to the 
Supreme Court. ▼ 
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Do you care?

W e have just celebrated that time of 
year when an abundance of rain¬ 
bows cast themselves over the great 
city of San Francisco. For me, it is a time when 
I find myself mesmerized, even to the point 
of tears, because I am so happy to live here. 

As I sat down to write this piece, my 
mind drifted back about 20 years. In 1983,1 
moved from rural Missouri to the other 
rainbow mecca known as New York City. I 
was 29, bold, starved for adventure, and 
landed in New York feeling similar to what 
I imagine that first astronaut felt, as he 
planted the red, white, and blue on the 
moon. 

I quickly discovered that my new city 
would make me sit up straight, and take no¬ 
tice of a disaster that in the years to come 
would take the sail out of my rainbow flag. 
Sitting in my office at Memorial Sloan-Ket- 
tering Cancer Center, my exciting dreams of 
“doing” New York often came to a dead halt. 
Within a couple of years, the deca-induced 
gods were soon replaced with thin waif-like 
and sad specimens of what I knew to be 
human beings. 

Desperately, the physicians and nurses I 
worked with tried their damnedest to save 
these men and women from this disease we 
now call AIDS. Time passed. I watched my 
friends drop out of my life. My brother 
made his way to heaven, followed a few 
weeks later by my partner. Drug companies 
scrambled to find a cure: a cure that seems 
to have lost a lot of its scramble now. AZT - 
first a savior, then a killer - filled both pa¬ 
tients and caregivers with fear. Fast-forward 
10 years. AZT has a correct dose. DDI, 
DDC, and numerous other alphabet drugs 
are discovered. Then in 1995, fate changed 


many lives, both those infected with HIV, 
and those who would become infected in 
spite of warnings. Protease inhibitors once 
again turned many of the waif-like men into 
the gods we hoped to be. I watched the Cas¬ 
tro return from walkers and canes to bronze 
beauties, content with their new look, en¬ 
abled by prescription steroids and a new de¬ 
finition of disability. With this new tempo¬ 
rary cure, the safe sex police once again hit 
the Castro. 

I personally never understood who 
came up with that term “safe sex.” It 
rang in my ears the same way Nancy 
Reagan’s “Just Say No” to drugs did. 

I always thought that we would 
have reached a larger audience, if 
we as adults had preached “Sane, 
Consensual, and Responsible” sex 
instead. Safe seemed so imperson¬ 
al, never really impacting 
on us the way I had 
hoped. It is 2002, and the 
city is swarming with an 
increase in HIV infections, sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases of every kind, cases of 
syphilis out of control, and new cases of he¬ 
patitis A, B, and C being reported at alarm¬ 
ing rates. 

Once again the obituaries in this very 
newspaper are on the rise. Have we become 
complacent? Are we not taking care of our¬ 
selves? Has the inexpensive crystal metham- 
phetamine (Tina) replaced our once vigi¬ 
lant care of our bodies and our health? 

I want to ask all of you who read this a 
few questions that I think you should con¬ 
sider. 

Do you know your HIV status? Do you 
care if you are positive or negative? (Yes, 
some people don’t care!) Some guys think, 
“the positive guys are having all of the fun.” 

I They don’t have to worry about getting HIV. 


Some even try to get infected, making it a 
right of passage, with “bug chasing parties.” 

Next questions. Do you know what your 
T-cells and viral load are? Do you care? If 
your T-cells are below 250, are you on pro¬ 
phylactic drugs to help protect you from the 
dreaded killer pneumocystis carinii pneu¬ 
monia (PCP). Do you care? Have you been 
tested for hepatitis A, B, and C? Vaccinated 
for hepatitis A or B? Did you know your 
chances for a cure for hepatitis C are much 
greater if you know when you were infect¬ 
ed and if that time is less than a year? Did 
you know that one of the best ways to con¬ 
tract hepatitis C is by sharing cocaine straws 
and bumpers? Do you care? Are 
you taking a drug holiday? Stop¬ 
ping your HIV medications 
without the direction of a physi¬ 
cian? If you are, you are playing 
Russian roulette. Do you 
care? 

Are you doing a little 
too much partying? Did 
you know that crystal methamphetamine is 
one of the most addictive drugs? Do you 
know anyone who has lost their job, their 
lover, their home, their car, their friends, or 
their health from its addiction? Do you 
care? 

I’m asking all of you, my fellow San 
Franciscans, to go out, have fun, but don’t 
be too excessive and keep an eye on your 
health. Be responsible. We can’t handle 
more candlelight vigils, more memorial ser¬ 
vices, more sadness. 

We are a proud people; at least that’s 
what our parade suggested. So be proud. 
Proud of yourselves. Proud to be alive. 
Proud to show our younger generation that 
we care. Do you care? Only you can answer 
that question. I will answer it. Yes, I care. 
That is why I wrote this. ▼ 
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Self-enrichment and nonprofits 

Your article in the June 20 Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
garding the San Francisco AIDS Foundation and its 
executive director, Pat Christen, was excellent [“Pat 
takes a pay cut”]. 

Her quoted comment about her own salary is very 
revealing: “Our commitment to compensating people 
competitively so that we can seek and maintain the 
best possible folks is something I don’t make any ex¬ 
cuses for. Our compensation philosophy has served 
our organization very well through the years.” 

In the for-profit corporate world, we have unfor¬ 
tunately become inured to the philosophy and policy 
of “self-enrichment,” as typified in recent news stories 
about Enron, Arthur Andersen, WorldCom, Xerox, 
and others. 

It appears unfortunately true that this same phi¬ 
losophy and policy has crept into the board rooms of 
too many nonprofit corporations, as reflected by Ms. 
Christens quote above. Traits such as commitment to 
a cause, altruism, and accountability have become 
“old-fashioned” for all too many agencies. 

It may be argued that her salary represents a little 
less than 1 percent of the (reduced) budget. In com¬ 
parison, however, I serve as chair of an administrative 
committee (board) of a quasi-government program. 
Our budget is approximately $60 million this year. 
Our executive director, a highly-qualified Stanford 
MBA, is paid just under $108,000 this year, which rep¬ 
resents less than one-fifth of 1 percent of the total 
budget. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
receives a significant proportion of its 
budget from federal, state, and local gov¬ 
ernmental grants, yet its salaries far ex¬ 
ceed what public agencies pay their own 
staff members. It is incomprehensible to 
me that Ms. Christen receives a salary 
far in excess of the mayor of San Fran¬ 
cisco. San Francisco’s supervisors re¬ 
ceive less than $40,000 per year, yet they vote to ap¬ 
prove the transfer of tax funds to a so-called nonprofit 
agency which pays its executive director an obscene 
salary, far above what they authorize for their own de¬ 
partment heads. 

I, for one, no longer knowingly contribute any¬ 
thing to a nonprofit organization which pays salaries 
significantly higher than what is the “industry stan¬ 
dard” for public, tax-supported agencies. It is past 
time for accountability on the part of boards of di¬ 
rectors of all charitable organizations, and for their 
staff members. Self-enrichment hps no place in the 
nonprofit world.

Since I went back and forth between the two dance 
stages, I had an opportunity to observe the crowds 
and music at different times during five and a half 
hours. Despite the super-star live performances, my 
overall experience at the Latin stage was of profound 
disappointment. The live performances were few, 
short, and separated by long periods of dull techno 
music.

The music was 
great techno and house. The crowd was filled with 
people from all racial and ethnic groups. Practically 
everyone was dancing and faces were happy. The few 
straight people present appeared as if they were com¬ 
fortable and many interacted with anyone. I left the

Scared syphilis 

Who’s really responsible for the syphilis epidemic? 
One could gather that the recent rise in syphilis in¬ 
fection rates among gay men in this city was solely 
due to the reckless sexual behavior of those men who 
put themselves at risk by not using condoms. Unfor¬ 
tunately, condoms are not terribly effective in pre¬ 
venting the transmission of syphilis and my recent ex¬ 
periences lead me to believe that the SF City Clinic 
may be inadvertently contributing to the increase of 
syphilis in our community. 

My boyfriend had been treated for a case of 
syphilis not long before we met. He must have been 
reinfected again shortly thereafter, this time without 
getting a detectable chancre sore. He began to have a 
variety of symptoms. Both of us being HIV-positive, 
we assumed that his immune system was trying to 
fight something off and that perhaps his earache was 
from one too many nights spent clubbing. 

This is where we began our not-so-joy-filled ride 
on the merry-go-round of misinformation known as 
the City Clinic. He receives his primary health care 
there and went to see his regular physician’s assistant. 
His P.A. took a “wait and see” approach that is not un¬ 
common in HIV care, ruling out the possibility of 
syphilis and refusing to test his blood for it again so 
soon after having had it. He did refer us to a clinic at 
General Hospital for an ear exam. During that visit, I 
asked that doctor if there was a possibility that my 
boyfriend might have later stage syphilis. She thought 
it was a good idea to draw some blood to at least rule 
that out. About a week later, we received a call from 
someone at City Clinic stating that the results were 
positive, that he did have syphilis and that we should 
both come in for treatment. My partner felt he should 
warn the other men that he had been sexual with and 
proceeded to make a few uncomfortable phone calls. 
While he was doing that, I went to the public library 
to do a little research on syphilis. I wanted to find out 
as much as possible about the disease so I could ask 
informed questions about my and my partner’s sexu¬ 
al health. When we arrived at City Clinic, we prompt¬ 
ly found out that we would have to be seen separate¬ 
ly. We had assumed that we would be seen together. 

He was called in first, only to be told that the kind 
of blood test used by SFGH was not the one that they 
used, so he would need to be retested to determine if 
indeed he really did have syphilis. A bit confused, he 
of course did as he was asked, only to find out in 
about 20 minutes or so that he did not have it! He was 
understandably relieved. I, on the other hand, am now 
in another examining room being told that I had been 
exposed to syphilis by my partner. In a few minutes 
they were going to do a blood draw to determine if I 
had been infected. In the meantime, my cock and 
balls, butthole, mouth, and hands were examined for 
sores. Then I was told that I should be screened for 
other sexually transmitted diseases as well, which 
sounded like a good idea. 

It was frustrating not being allowed to discuss any 
other seemingly valid concerns that I might have con¬ 
cerning my partner, other than that he had syphilis 
and had likely given it to me, due to confidentiality 
regulations. 

When I join him in the waiting room, he tells me 
aboht his retest and that he is syphilis-free! In a dull 
sense of shock, I tell him about my examination. 
Strangely, they did not screen him for other STDs as 
they did me. I continue to play my part in this cha¬ 
rade, by giving blood even though my boyfriend 
could not have exposed me to something that he does 
not have. So I am not the least bit surprised to learn 
that I do not have syphilis either. So with our clean 
bill of health, we went home to celebrate by fucking 
like bunnies. 

Unfortunately the story does not end there. Almost 
a full week later he tells me that he’s been to City Clin¬ 
ic again, that he does indeed have syphilis, been treat¬ 
ed for it and they want me to come in. Unbeknownst 
to us, the “quick test” is not 100 percent accurate, so 
they send your blood to another lab for second round 
of testing. I call to find that my results from that lat¬ 
ter test were also negative, but we had sex almost im¬ 
mediately after that blood sample was drawn. So now 
it’s my turn to go back in to get one injection of peni-^. 
cillin in each butt-cheek “just in case” and be retested 
to determine if I really had it too. I suppose if I had 
been a mind reader, I might have somehow gotten the 
message that we needed to wait a week before doing 
what comes naturally for two boys in love and that 
City Clinic was not serious when they said that nei¬ 
ther of us had syphilis. 


As it turns out, I never did have it and to find that 
out it only cost me a few ounces of blood, a pain in the 
ass, a week of no sex, and my relationship. My 
boyfriend and I have split up, in large part due to the 
stress caused by the confusion at City Clinic. To top 
things off, the counselor who told me over the phone 
that I ultimately tested negative for syphilis simply ad¬ 
vised me “to be more careful,” as if carelessness had 
anything to do with it. I did exactly as (mis)directed 
by the public health care workers at City Clinic and 
not only could have been exposed to syphilis due to 
their ineptitude, I would have had ample opportuni¬ 
ty to spread it unknowingly to other men through 
their negligence. 

Unless my experience was an anomaly, which I 
doubt, then one would not have to be an epidemiol¬ 
ogist to conclude that there is a very large blind-spot 
on public health’s part in San Francisco’s soaring 
syphilis rates among gay men. City Clinic, heal thy¬ 
self.

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Hardball politics, 
Sacramento style

f you think they play hardball 

; payback politics only in the big 

leagues - Washington, D.C. - 
think again. Sacramento political 
leaders of both parties showed last 
week that they know how to pun¬ 
ish or reward wayward Assembly 
and state Senate mem¬ 
bers. 

In last week’s case, it 
was mostly a matter of 
punishing those who got 
on the wrong side of 
their particular party 
leaders. Probably not 
particularly in¬ 
teresting read¬ 
ing for the 
masses, but in¬ 
side political junkies recognize 
these actions as significant. 

First, Assemblyman Dean Flo¬ 
rez (D-Shafter) got booted from 
his chairmanship post of the Joint 
Legislative Audit Committee. 
Seems Florez, who is termed out 
of the Assembly but has won a seat 
in the Senate next year, was never 
known as being a Democratic 
“team player,” which is another 
way of saying he’s not all that pop¬ 
ular with his party leaders. In spite 
of that, he wound up as chair of 
the committee that was reviewing 
the state’s purchase of Oracle soft¬ 
ware, presumably at a wasteful 
cost to taxpayers, and the reported 
bungling of the deal made for 
headlines for Florez but headaches 
for the Davis administration. 

While no irregularities were 
actually uncovered, the drawn-out 
investigation made for weeks of 
good copy for Florez, but unwant¬ 
ed bad publicity for Democratic 
Governor Gray Davis and some 
of his Cabinet members. 

Apparently intoxicated with 
the heady headlines, Florez, not 
content to embarrass the governor 
with the Oracle investigation, de¬ 
cided to take a look at other agen¬ 
cies. No way, said Assembly Speak¬ 
er Herb Wesson (D-Los Angeles), 
who promptly removed the head¬ 
line-hunting gadfly Florez and ap¬ 
pointed Davis loyalist Assembly- 
man Fred Keeley (D-Boulder 
Creek) as the new chair of the in¬ 
vestigative committee. Wesson had 
just the excuse he needed in sack¬ 
ing Florez from the powerful com¬ 
mittee; the speaker said he was 
punishing Florez, also a member 
of the Democratic leadership 
team, for missing a significant vote 
on a bill to regulate emissions of 
greenhouse gases from automo¬ 
biles. Florez admitted he missed 
the important vote, but said he 
found it necessary to return to his 
home district to watch his son play 
in a Little League game. 

Political payback for disloyal 
party members in Sacramento is 
not limited to Democrats, however. 

Senate Republicans showed 
they, too, know how to play the re¬ 
taliatory game when the GOP 
leadership punished one of its 
own, Senator Maurice Johan- 
nessen (R-Redding), after he 
bolted the party to become the 
lone necessary Republican vote 
that state Senate President Pro 
Tern John Burton (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) needed to get the state bud¬ 
get passed. Johannessen’s punish¬ 
ment came in the form of being 
barred from attending future 
closed-door meetings of the Re¬ 
publican caucus. 

Punishing dissidents is not an 


exclusive trait of either party; tol¬ 
erance for renegade members is 
apparently not high on the list of 
leaders of either major party in 
Sacramento. Assemblyman Florez 
suffers the wrath of the Assembly 
speaker for (inadvertently or not) 
handing GOP gubernatorial nom¬ 
inee Bill Simon a possible cam¬ 
paign issue in the Oracle 
mess; Senator Johan- 
nessen is told he can’t 
attend future GOP 
caucus meetings 
(“I’ll only miss the 
good lunches,” he 
said) because he had 
the gall to provide 
Burton with 
the one GOP 
vote he need¬ 
ed to create 
the two-thirds majority necessary 
to pass a state budget on time. 
Petty partisan politics, you say? 
Probably. But, a much wiser man 
(Harry Truman) once used to say, 
“If you can’t stand the heat, get 
out of the kitchen,” and so it is. 

Politics and people 

Safeway shoppers on Market 
Street were lining up Saturday to 
sign Supervisor Gavin Newsom’s

“Care Not Gash” petitions. The 
proposed ballot measure would 
reduce the amount of money 
given to homeless people, provid¬ 
ing services instead. It’s likely to 
qualify for the ballot and if it does, 
this one will pass big in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Friends in San Francisco’s Dis¬ 
trict 6 tell me that small business 
owner Arthur M. Jackson, a city 
health commissioner, will make a 
strong bid to unseat Supervisor 
Chris Daly in November. 

And in District 8, many think 
that Bevan Dufty is quickly be¬ 
coming the leading candidate to 
replace Assemblyman-to-be Mark 
Leno in November. BART direc¬ 
tor Tom Radulovich, however, 
will have Leno’s blessings in that 
contest. Likewise, Supervisor Le- 
land Yee, soon to represent the 
city’s 12th Assembly District in 
Sacramento, is endorsing Ed Jew 
as his replacement in District 4. 

The lone black Republican 
member of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, J.C. Watts of Okla¬ 
homa, announced last week that 
he will not seek re-election this 
year, and African American politi¬ 
cos were disappointed to see him 
go. Conservative though Watts 
maybe,liberal Democratic House 
members like Representative 
Charles Rangel (New York), Eva 
Clayton (North Carolina), and 
even John Lewis, the veteran civil 
rights leader from Georgia, all re¬ 
portedly called Watts, and urged 
him to reconsider, despite the fact 
that the Democratic Party now 


has a chance, albeit a slim one, of 
picking up Watts’s Oklahoma dis¬ 
trict in November. 

And California Republicans 
might just be giving Governor 
Gray Davis the political break he 
badly needs as his poll numbers 
continue to lag. State GOP chair¬ 
man Shawn Steel resigned from 
the Republican National Commit¬ 
tee’s elite executive committee re¬ 
cently, clearly under pressure to do 
so from the White House and 
other national GOP forces because 
of his increasingly bitter intra¬ 
party feud with Gerard Parsky, 
Dubya’s main go-to Republican in 
the state. Top White House politi¬ 
cal operative Karl Rove is also at 
war with the California state GOP 
chairman for a newspaper article 
Steel wrote recently, proclaiming 
the state party’s disappointment 
with Parsky. The right-wing Re¬ 
publicans who still control the 
state machinery are annoyed at 
Parsky for cutting a deal with De¬ 
mocratic U.S. Senators Dianne 
Feinstein and Barbara Boxer to 
jointly clear federal judicial ap¬ 
pointments in the state; the Steel 
newspaper article read: “...These 
two lionesses [Feinstein and 
Boxer] of the left have taken 
Parsky’s naive creation and are 
using it to eat him, and the presi¬ 
dent’s appointment power, alive.” 
True to form, the California Re¬ 
publicans are again fighting each 
other when they need unity if they 
have any chance at all of taking the 
governor’s office from Gray Davis 
in November. 

And insider trading rumors 
keep growing - it seems that Pres¬ 
ident George W. Bush is now 
changing his official “explanation” 
as to why he did not report in a 
timely manner his 1990 sale of 
nearly $850,000 worth of stock in 
a Texas-based energy company a 
few weeks before its value plum¬ 
meted. Before he was governor of 
Texas, Bush sold 212,240 shares of 
Harken Energy stock in June 1990 
at $4 per share; it fell two months 
later to $1 a share upon an¬ 
nouncement that it had suffered a 
company loss of $23 million. 
Now, Bush aides say that the 
younger Bush was eight months 
late in filing the necessary paper 
work because of a “mix-up with 
the attorneys” for the energy com¬ 
pany. Hey, we’re not suggesting 
anything here, but, George Bush, 
meet Martha Stewart. 

Former President Bill Clinton 
will return to MTV 10 years after 
his famous saxophone perfor¬ 
mance to address the global AIDS 
epidemic. Clinton will be one of 
several panelists taking questions 
from an audience of young adults 
from more than 25 countries dur¬ 
ing the hourlong program “Stay¬ 
ing Alive: A Global Youth Forum 
on HIV/AIDS,” to be taped today 
(July 11) at the 14th International 
AIDS Conference in Barcelona, 
Spain. The special will be telecast 
tomorrow (Friday, July 12) on 
more than 30 MTV channels 
around the world. The program is 
part of a new youth-oriented 
AIDS awareness campaign MTV 
is launching in conjunction with 
the Kaiser Family Foundation and 
Family Health International. A 
United Nations report issued last 
week predicts that more than 68 
million people will die of AIDS in 
the next two decades unless mas¬ 
sive intervention efforts are begun 
immediately.

Pondering roads ahead

- or me, July is always a time 
pS of introspection. It is my 
1 birth month, which always 
leads to many moments to ponder 
what I’ve done with my life to this 
point - and what I want to ac¬ 
complish in the time I have left on 
this planet. 

This self-analysis is in high 
gear this time around, as I am 
reaching - for me - a big birthday. 
I turn 35 this year, an age I never 
expected to live to see. I’ve man¬ 
aged to surprise even myself. The 
year 2002 is also half-over, giving 
me a moment to think of all those 
things I had hoped to accomplish 
this year, and all those projects 
started at the beginning of the 
year that still sit, half-done. I 
swear that I will someday catch up 
with my e-mail, for instance. I 
should add that I also moved at 
the beginning of the month, and 
the lack of some of my usual 
amenities - like a cable modem - 
are only allowing me more time to 
focus on my neuroses. 

This sort of introspection is 
much more than just a look into 
myself, and I won’t bore you with 
a lengthy trek though my own 
psyche. I can assure you that 
it is less than an “E” ticket 
ride. No, July is also a time 
when I think of the trans¬ 
gender community, and 
what there is yet to ac¬ 
complish. 

I figure it ties 
into Pride 
Month. The 
glitter and feathers are packed 
away, and my most recent march 
down the street is now the stuff of 
memories. We have feted our ac¬ 
complishments, partied to the wee 
hours, and now it’s time to get 
back to work. 

The transgender community 
has had many large and significant 
victories this year. We’ve seen 
rights ordinances pass in more 
than a handful of locations, in¬ 
cluding a New York City ordi¬ 
nance that has been more than 
three decades in the making. 

Another recent victory in New 
Jersey prevents the bullying of 
students based on their sexual ori¬ 
entation and gender identity. 

What may be a bigger victory 
than all of these is a ruling by a 
federal appeals court. A non- 
transgendered teacher, Carla 
Cruzan, complained that her reli¬ 
gious freedom was being violated 
by having to share a restroom 
with a transgendered woman, 
Debra Davis, in a Minneapolis 
public school. The school - in an 
ironic twist from the norm - pro¬ 
vided Cruzan with access to sin¬ 
gle-use facilities on the campus. 
Unsatisfied, she asked a federal 
court to block Davis’s restroom 
access - and lost. 

All these victories have truly 
been watershed moments for the 
transgender community. We are 


truly being seen as people deserv¬ 
ing of basic rights and freedoms. 
Like my expectation that I would 
have passed by my 35th year, I 
never assumed that anyone 
would take the needs of 
transgendered people - 
like me - seriously. 

It’s not all rosy, 
though. Every victory has 
the opportunity to be chal¬ 
lenged, and - as we know 
here in San 
Francisco - just 
having a rights 
ordinance does 
not guarantee that abuses will 
stop or that these rights will even 
be implemented. Likewise, abuses 
still occur, and people are still reg¬ 
ularly hurt and killed because they 
are viewed as transgendered. 

In yet another recent court de¬ 
cision, a trio of transgendered 
women who were threatened at a 
Toys “R” Us location in Brooklyn, 
New York, won their case, but 
were awarded a token $1 each - a 
far cry from the $900,000 in dam¬ 
ages they were seeking. 

Transgendered people still lose 
jobs solely due to being transgen¬ 
dered, and others find it hard to 
gain employment for the same 
reasons. That is always difficult, 
but this becomes even more try¬ 
ing during an economic down¬ 
turn. I’ve even heard recent hor¬ 
ror stories of transgendered peo¬ 
ple being laughed out of job inter¬ 
views. Given that Hollywood is 
stuck in a lengthy rut of putting 
out crossdressing comedies - such 
as the recent stinker, Jawanna 
Mann - it shouldn’t surprise any¬ 
one that many are viewing trans¬ 
gendered people as laughable. 

We’ve accomplished a lot, but 
it is only the tip of the iceberg. 
Over 40 cities protect transgen¬ 
dered people, but this is minor 
when one considers how many 
cities do not have any protections. 
The same is true of states, with 


only two providing statewide pro¬ 
tections, and 48 others not pro¬ 
viding any such thing. The only 
possible national protection - via 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act - is only presented in a 
trans-excluding version, and near¬ 
ly a decade of outcry from trans¬ 
gendered activists continue to fall 
on deaf ears. 

Indeed, much is yet to be done, 
and this leaves me with a call to 
you, dear reader. There are remark¬ 
ably few transgendered people who 
are on the front lines, struggling to 
make a difference. Change is still 
needed, especially in helping others 
understand the needs of the trans¬ 
gender community. 

You need not dedicate your en¬ 
tire life to transgender activism. A 
little can definitely go a long way. 
Even just getting out and educat¬ 
ing people one at a time can help 
to change the world. Even if you 
do not feel like risking being out 
and visible, you can still write let¬ 
ters, and you can still donate some 
of your time or money to help the 
many organizations and individ¬ 
uals who are out and visible and 
making change. If you can help, 
then please do. 

This is what it all boils down 
to: when I get introspective, I 
know that I can look back on 
some of my accomplishments on 
behalf of my community, and feel 
that I have made a difference - 
that my first 35 years have been 
given to a good cause. Perhaps you 
too can feel that you have done 
what you could to improve the lot 
for others in need and, in turn, 
improve yourself. 

It’s something to think about. T

Keep the Pride, 
ditch the parade

ear the front of the Pride 
{ Parade in Minneapolis this 
year marched a stern-faced 
woman dressed in leather-domi- 
natrix regalia leading around by 
spiked chain and whip a person 
(sex indeterminable) hunched 
over and disguised as a four¬ 
legged beast, probably a horse. 
Similar displays - which are less 
about “being yourself” than 
about simply being seen - 
assaulted the senses in 
parades around the 
country. I ask you, must we 
continue to put ourselves 
through this every 
year? 

For the most part, 
the annual Pride Pa¬ 
rades are a dreary procession of 
the ordinary: businesses, politi¬ 
cians, gay professionals, and social 
service organizations wanting 
money. Where they are not dreary, 
however, the parades seem calcu¬ 
lated to offend the very folk we 
must win over. 

In the 1970s, the parades 
served the important purpose of 
giving gays a sense of community 
and identity necessary to organize 
in a time when there were no pos¬ 
itive images of gays in the mass 
media, when most states had 
sodomy laws, and when homosex¬ 
uality was still officially listed as a 
mental disorder. In the 1980s, they 
helped rally us against AIDS. Al¬ 
ways characterized by an in-your- 
face outrageousness, the parades 
nevertheless had some offsetting 
value. 

But in the age of Will & Grace, 
when even Republicans are com¬ 
ing around, the parades are an 
anachronism, perpetuated more 
out of habit and nostalgia than 
necessity. 

There is an inverse relationship 
between the degree of weirdness 
in a city’s Pride Parade and the 
genuine need for that parade. In 
the big cities, where the parades 
are the most outlandish, they 
serve the least useful purpose. 
New York, San Francisco, Wash¬ 
ington, Houston, and other large 
American cities are dotted with 
gay bars, restaurants, and book 
stores. They have gay bowling 
leagues and choruses and political 
groups and civil rights ordinances. 
A parade designed to foster aware¬ 
ness and community in these 
cities is an expensive and time- 
consuming redundancy. 

Maybe, you say, the big-city pa¬ 
rades benefit people in the sur¬ 
rounding suburbs and small* 
towns. The gay Chicagoan may 
not need a parade to feel proud 
but the closeted guy from Peoria 
needs the Chicago parade to have 
just one day a year to commune 
with other gay people. There’s 
surely some benefit to that. 

Yes, but at what cost? If our 
concern is truly to give hope to the 
gay people who live in the hinter¬ 
lands, the Pride Parades may do 
more harm than good. Simulated 
sex acts, near-naked men gyrating 
to music, and bare-breasted 
women don’t play well in Peoria. 
And like it or not when the local 
nightly news there turns to gay 
pride, that’s what plays. 

That can’t be good for the so¬ 
cial environment in which gay 
Peorians must live and work. It 
hardens anti-gay attitudes, fright¬ 
ening Americans with what they 


imagine a gay-friendly future 
would look like. As a result, par¬ 
ents come down harder on any 
hint of homosexuality in their 
children. It doesn’t matter that 
these images are unrepresentative 
of gay life; to Americans who live 
nowhere near a gay coffee shop, 
that’s what gay means. 

And unfortunately it’s what 
gay comes to mean to youths 
wrestling with their own feel¬ 
ings of same-sex attraction. 
As a teenager growing up 
in southern Texas, I saw 
footage of S8(M leather 
fetishists in the San Fran¬ 
cisco parade. If that’s gay, I 
thought, I must not be gay. 

Gay youth 
around the country 
are forced into the 
closet by these pa¬ 
rades, either because of the back¬ 
lash they suffer in their communi¬ 
ties or because of their own alien¬ 
ation from the public image of 
gayness. 

So there is a large hidden 
human cost to these displays. It’s 
awfully selfish for us in big cities 
to have this fabulous annual party 
at their expense. 

What’s the alternative? We’ll 
never get the media to stop focus¬ 
ing on the sensational. That’s not 
because the media are uniformly 
homophobic; it’s because they’re 
profit-driven, profits are deter¬ 
mined by audience size, and audi¬ 
ences prefer outrageous to dreary. 
It doesn’t matter how many con¬ 
tingents of gay-suburbanite cou¬ 
ples proudly brandish their joint" 
mortgage statements, the TV sta¬ 
tions will still feature the square¬ 
dancing drag queens. 


It’s also not an option to ex¬ 
clude weirdness from the parades. 
First of all, we could never agree 
on what’s weird. Second, even if 
we could, people would scream 
censorship. Third, parade orga¬ 
nizers tend to be so drenched in 
the easy rhetoric of inclusion and 
diversity they could never be 
trusted to make sensible judg¬ 
ments about such things. 

The answer is to end the pa¬ 
rades, at least in the big cities, 
where the weirdness of them is at 
a maximum and the need for 
them is at a minimum. 

We should replace them with 
park festivals featuring civil rights 
and other groups with booths, 
food, and live concerts. That 
would make the annual Pride cel¬ 
ebrations fun and informative 
while minimizing the incentive for 
counterproductive media specta¬ 
cles. Something like this already 
happens in most cities at the end 
of the parade. Let’s skip the parade 
and go straight to the festival. 

The parades themselves could 
justifiably go on in medium- and 
small-sized cities where they now 
flourish. Parades in these places 
tend to reflect the values and 
tastes of local communities, which 
can actually help the gay people 
who live there. 

And no, this is not a proposal 
to “hide” the marginalized. Hey, if 
you want to walk around dressed 
as a farm animal, go for it. 

But don’t ask us to have a pa¬ 
rade for you. ▼

Knoller sentencing hearing Mon.

>, he dog-mauling case is ex- 
, pected to end its final phase 
If at the trial court level with 
the sentencing of Marjorie 
Knoller, the woman whose dogs 
mauled Diane Whipple to death 
last year. 

On Monday, July 15, San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court Judge James 
Warren is expected to sentence 
Knoller to the maximum term of 
four years in state prison. With 
credit for time served and good 
behavior, Knoller, 47, likely will be 
free on parole in a little over a 
year. 

Prosecutors originally planned 
to argue a motion to persuade 
Warren to reverse his controver¬ 
sial decision last month that 
struck down the jury’s conviction 
of Knoller for second-degree mur¬ 
der. Instead, the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s office an¬ 
nounced last week that it will take 
the appeal of Warren’s decision di¬ 
rectly to the California Court of 
Appeal. 

Whipple’s partner, Sharon 


Smith, is among those planning to 
attend Monday’s hearing. Smith, 
along with her sister, Janet 
Batchelder, and Whipple’s former 
co-worker, Sarah Miller, spoke last 
month during a sentencing hear¬ 
ing for Knoller’s husband, Robert 
Noel. They tearfully criticized 
Warren’s decision throwing out 
the second-degree verdict and 
urged the judge to give Noel the 
maximum four-year sentence. 

Michael Cardoza, one of 
Smith’s lawyers in the civil suit 
against Knoller and Noel, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that although 
Smith will comment outside 
court, she will not speak during 
the hearing. Cardoza said he did¬ 
n’t think any of Whipple’s friends 
or supporters would speak in 
court, preferring to let their previ¬ 
ous comments stand for the 
record. 

Noel, 61, got the maximum 
sentence and was shipped off to 
state prison immediately after his 
sentencing. He is currently in cus¬ 
tody in the Deuel Vocational Cen¬ 
ter in Tracy, about 70 miles east of 
San Francisco. California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections spokes¬ 


woman Margot Bach told the 
B.A.R. that Noel will likely be as¬ 
signed in the next few weeks to 
another prison where he will serve 
the remainder of his term. Bach 
added that it would be “very un¬ 
likely” that Noel will be trans¬ 
ferred to Pelican Bay State Prison. 
Noel and Knoller’s adopted son, 
Paul “Cornfed” Schneider, is a Pel¬ 
ican Bay inmate, although he is 
temporarily in custody in a feder¬ 
al prison in Missouri while he 
awaits trial on federal racketeering 
charges. Those charges stem from 
his alleged involvement with the 
Aryan Brotherhood prison gang. 

Noel and Knoller were convict¬ 
ed in March of involuntary 
manslaughter and keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a 
human being. Knoller was origi¬ 
nally convicted of second-degree 
murder because she was with her 
two Presa Canario dogs during 
the January 26, 2001 hallway at¬ 
tack on Whipple, her neighbor. 
The trial jurors were persuaded by 
prosecutors’ arguments that the 
couple knew their dogs were dan¬ 
gerous but did virtually nothing to 
mitigate the danger. ▼ 


NCSF calls for reversal of hotel policy

n July 6, the National Coali¬ 
tion for Sexual Freedom an¬ 
nounced that it had called 
on Cendant Corporation, the 
world’s largest hotel franchiser, to 
rescind a policy discouraging 
“controversial” guests and events. 

Cendant put the policy in place 
this spring after conservative reli¬ 
gious groups including Con¬ 
cerned Women for America and 
the American Family Association 
complained about the fact that 
franchised hotels were hosting 
BDSM/leather events. 

Although Cendant did not ban 
such gatherings outright, it did 
warn franchisees that the parent 
company would “respond aggres¬ 
sively and immediately” if hotels 
failed to “consider the potential 
negative consequences” of hosting 
guests or groups that “community 
and national interest groups find 
offensive.” 

Since the beginning of the year 


religious conservatives have tar¬ 
geted hotels that host BDSM con¬ 
ferences. 

In early April the Southern 
Baptist Convention canceled a 
reservation to hold its annual con¬ 
vention at a Howard Johnson 
hotel in St. Louis after learning 
that the hotel would host “Beat 
Me in St. Louis,” a BDSM educa¬ 
tional and social event. 

According to AFA’s Donald 
Wildmon, “Howard Johnson has 
authorized the use of their facili¬ 
ties for perverted acts of sexual vi¬ 
olence to be displayed, taught, and 
participated in.” 

The hotel owner did not bow 
to conservative pressure, and the 
meeting took place without inci¬ 
dent in late April, as did the “Trib¬ 
al Fire” gathering in Oklahoma 
City the same month. 

However, “My Vicious Valen¬ 
tine,” which took place in Chicago 
in February, was forced to change 
locations after its initial venue, the 
Radisson O’Hare, rescinded its 
contract following pressure from 


CWA. A Michigan event called 
“Bondage and Beyond” was can¬ 
celed entirely after the local AFA 
chapter targeted the host hotel. 

NCSF issued its letter to Cen¬ 
dant on May 28. The group is also 
urging its members to contact the 
corporation and sign a petition. 

“We are outraged that the lead¬ 
ing hotel franchiser is allowing a 
small group of extremists to im¬ 
pose its beliefs on all of its guests,” 
said NCSF spokeswoman Susan 
Wright. “Many Americans may 
also be offended by the ideas of 
controversial groups like Con¬ 
cerned Women for America or the 
National Rifle Association, but all 
the same, we would support the 
right of these groups to assemble 
and express themselves in private.” 

Cendant operates more than 
6,000 hotels, including the 
Howard Johnson, Ramada, Days 
Inn, Travelodge, and Super 8 
Motel franchises. It is also the par¬ 
ent corporation of Avis rental cars, 
Century 21 Realty, and several 
other businesses. ▼ 
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Bodf ish close to 
getting park wish

he last wish of transgender 
murder victim Emmon 
Bodfish may finally be ful¬ 
filled later this year, more than 
three years after his death. A six- 
acre park on the property sur¬ 
rounding his home in the upscale 
East Bay city of Orinda is expect¬ 
ed to be open for visitors in about 
six months, according to Bodfish’s 
estate executor, Garrett Riegg. 

“But every six months, I’ve 
been saying another six months,” 
cautioned Riegg on the unexpect¬ 
ed delays getting the park opened. 

The park will double as a 
wildlife sanctuary and will feature 
walking trails and will include a- 
bench and a plaque recognizing 
Bodfish’s donation of the land. Se¬ 
creted along the 600 block of 
Miner Road, the secluded park 
will include a few parking spaces 
and is intended to provide a quiet 
sanctuary for people and animals. 
Bodfish’s home and the property 
immediately surrounding it is 
being rented. The rental proceeds 
will support the upkeep and de¬ 
velopment of the park. 

Bodfish’s bludgeoned body was 
found in his Orinda home on 
June 30,1999. His son, Max Wills, 
committed suicide in Santa Mon¬ 


ica just after being told that his 
mother, Bodfish, was dead. Police 
said that although they don’t con¬ 
sider Wills a suspect, they can’t 
rule him out. No physical evi¬ 
dence has ever been found con¬ 
necting him to the murder. 

Bodfish, 56, was born Margaret 
Bodfish. He was a millionaire and 
extremely reclusive. He lived a 
double life as a man and a woman 
but he presented himself to most 
outsiders as a man. He bought a 
house in Mill Valley in 1997 as 
Margaret Bodfish but he told 
neighbors that he was buying it for 
his nephew, Emmon Bodfish. 
Neighbors there told the B.A.R. 
that they were shocked to learn, 
after the murder, that Margaret 
and Emmon were the same person. 

In the final years of his life, 
Bodfish was very depressed and 
became increasingly reclusive, see¬ 
ing almost no one except his son. 
He wrote fantasies in journals 
about being beaten to death lead¬ 
ing to police speculation that he 
may have solicited his own mur¬ 
der. Wills also suffered from de¬ 
pression, but unlike many de¬ 
pressed people, he didn’t isolate 
himself from others and main¬ 
tained a close circle of friends. He 
apparently had no problem with 
his mother’s transgender life, and 
joked to friends that his mother 


was a “drag king.” 

Bodfish willed his estate, val¬ 
ued at more than $7 million, to 
various charities. His favorite 
benefactor, Hysterectomy Educa¬ 
tional Resources and Services 
(HERS), was given over $1 mil¬ 
lion. HERS fights unnecessary 
hysterectomies. Bodfish under¬ 
went a hysterectomy in the 1970s. 

Bodfish was a member of the 
reformed Druid faith, which de¬ 
votes itself to the appreciation of 
nature as a deity. In keeping with 
his love of nature, his will required 
that his property be kept as open 
space park or wildlife sanctuary. 

Although Bodfish was ex¬ 
tremely reclusive in the last years 
of his life, he left a close circle of 
devoted friends who have held 
many memorial services in his 
honor. They best remember him 
for his great intelligence and kind¬ 
ness. 

Bodfish’s close friend, Stacey 
Weinberger, designed his head¬ 
stone. It was completed in April 
and Weinberger gathered with a 
group of friends in May for a 
memorial service to install the 
plaque at Bodfish’s burial site in 
Mount Shasta, in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia. Weinberger said she left a 
single rose on his Orinda proper¬ 
ty last month, on the three year 
anniversary of his death. T 


Arkansas sodomy law overturned

he Arkansas Supreme Court 
ruled July 5 that the state’s 
sodomy law is unconstitu¬ 
tional and an invasion of privacy. 
The legislation, which only ap¬ 
plied to sexual conduct between 
members of the same sex, carried 
a fine of $1,000 and a jail sentence 
of up to one year. 

The suit was brought by a 
group of seven gay and lesbian 
Arkansans - including a high 
school Spanish teacher, a high 
school counselor, and a Christian 
minister - represented by New 
York City-based Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund. The 
plaintiffs argued that the legisla¬ 
tion violated their right to priva¬ 
cy and equal protection under the 
law. 

The state Supreme Court jus¬ 
tices ruled 5-2 in favor of the 
plaintiffs stating, “The General 
Assembly cannot act, under the 
cloak of police power or public 
morality, arbitrarily to invade per¬ 
sonal liberties of the individual 
citizen” or to “enforce a majority 


morality on persons whose con¬ 
duct does not harm others.” They 
continued, “A fundamental right 
to privacy is implicit in the 
Arkansas Constitution,” and 
noted that gays and lesbians share 
the same constitutional protec¬ 
tions as others. 

“The Arkansas Supreme Court 
has proclaimed that the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t belong in the bed¬ 
rooms of consenting adults,” said 
Susan Sommer, the Lambda Legal 
attorney who argued the case. 
“The court has held that Arkansas 
lesbian and gay residents are enti¬ 
tled to the same rights as their het¬ 
erosexual neighbors.” 

Although no one has been 
prosecuted under the 1977 law, 
the plaintiffs argued that the clas¬ 
sification of their conduct as ille¬ 
gal leaves them open to discrimi¬ 
nation and persecution. 

Said cooperating attorney 
David Ivers, “This law has a terri¬ 
ble impact on gay and lesbian 
people in Arkansas. It is used 
against gay parents in custody 
cases, it is used by employers to 
discriminate, it is used by police to 
harass.” 


The two dissenting justices 
opined that the court should not 
have ruled on the law because 
there was no criminal case and the 
plaintiffs had failed to show actu¬ 
al harm. 

Lambda Legal filed the lawsuit 
in January 1998. In March 2001 
Judge David Bogard ruled the law 
unconstitutional. The state attor¬ 
ney general appealed to the high 
court, arguing that the legislature 
should be able to consider moral¬ 
ity when enacting laws. 

Three other states - Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Texas - criminal¬ 
ize sexual conduct between con¬ 
senting same-sex adults. Nine 
other states prohibit consensual 
oral and anal sex between both 
same-sex and opposite-sex 
adults. 

Lambda Legal is continuing its 
challenge of the Texas homosexu¬ 
al conduct law - a case involving 
two men who were arrested for 
having sex in the home of one of 
the men - and next week will re¬ 
quest that the U.S. Supreme Court 
decide the constitutionality of that 
law, which has been upheld by the 
Texas courts. ▼

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Gay SF State student wins scholarship

. | an Francisco State Universi- 
ty graduate student Joseph 
I1 Mullin will be honored this 
month as a winner of a prestigious 
scholarship granted to students 
who demonstrate superior acade¬ 
mic performance, community 
service, personal accomplish¬ 
ments, and financial need. 

Mullin is one of six students 
statewide, and one of two from 
the Bay Area, to receive the 
2002/03 William R. Hearst-Cali- 
fornia State University Trustees’ 
Award for Outstanding Achieve¬ 
ment. He will receive the $3,000 
scholarship next week at the July 
17 meeting of the CSU Board of 
Trustees. 

“I wish that the recognition 
that I receive for this award will 
encourage others with a life- 
threatening illness to hope for the 
future and to acknowledge the 
value of pursuing one’s dreams 
and aspirations,” said Mullin, who 
is HIV-positive. 

Mullin, 44, lives in the Lower 
Haight neighborhood in San 
Francisco and is a volunteer and 
activist in the gay community. 
With four years of experience on 
the volunteer treatment hotline of 
Project Inform, he also served as a 
volunteer assistant librarian at the 
AIDS Action Committee in 
Boston and volunteered at Heal¬ 
ing Alternatives Foundation in 
San Francisco. Mullin currently 
serves on the Medical Advisory 
Committee for the AIDS Drug As¬ 
sistance Program of the statewide 


Office of AIDS. 

“I spent 25 years working as a 
waiter and I then became dis¬ 
abled. It was a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity to do what I always wanted 
to do and that is finish my school¬ 
ing and become a teacher,” said 
Mullin. “I am being retrained now 
using the California Department 
of Rehabilitation’s back-to-work 
program to help me with school 
and to find a new career.” 

Mullin, who boasts a 4.0 grade 
point average, was also recently 
named a Sally Casanova Pre-doc- 
toral Scholar, an annual award 
that supports the doctoral aspira¬ 
tions of more than 80 CSU stu¬ 
dents who have experienced eco¬ 


nomic and educational disadvan¬ 
tages. Last year he was named one 
of 10 Hood Recipients, an honor 
for SFSU’s most distinguished 
graduates, when he earned his 
bachelor’s degree in humanities. 

“I don’t picture myself as a role 
model in any way. I just hope 
other people like myself will gain 
the confidence and gain the 
courage to go and use their dis¬ 
ability to go back and do the 
things they always wanted to do. 
Just like I am doing,” he said. 

After Mullin completes his 
master’s degree in history, he will 
pursue a doctorate in cultural or 
American studies and focus his 
work on the history of discrimi¬ 


nation. Ultimately, he would like 
to teach at a university and con¬ 
tinue his community activism. 

“I plan to become a college 
professor and write books that 
would get a wide readership, and 
hopefully, make a difference,” he 
said. 

For now he is working on his 
dissertation, which is looking at 
the treatment of Mexican Ameri¬ 
can students in San Francisco 
public schools in the 1920s. He is 
examining the root causes of why 
one group of people is selected as 
a target of discrimination. 

“My graduate work after SFSU 
will study if a vested interest is al¬ 
ways present for discrimination to 
take place, as it is with the political 
right and enterprising religious 
entrepreneurs with gay people 
and people with HIV/AIDS. It will 
also look more deeply at the dy¬ 
namics of fear,” explained Mullin. 
“If my model of discrimination is 
correct, efforts to ‘confront’ dis-

IP f| esearchers at San Francisco 
B# State University have re- 
1 , ceived a three-year, $876,965 

grant to conduct the first-ever 
study of physical and mental 
health outcomes of lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual youth who disclose 
their sexual orientation to family 
members during adolescence. 

Funded by the California En¬ 
dowment, the state’s largest health 
foundation, the study is also the 
first to comprehensively explore 
sexual orientation in Latino fami¬ 
lies. 

Earlier studies of lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual youth have shown 
higher rates of suicide, substance 
use, risky sexual behaviors, vic¬ 
timization, depression, chronic 
stress, and pregnancy than their 
heterosexual peers. However, little 
attention has been focused on the 
youths’ families and their respons¬ 
es after the youth come out. 

“Lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
youth are coming out in high 
school and middle school while 
they’re still dependent on their 
parents and families, yet we have 
little information to help enhance 
family support or to understand 
why some teens thrive while oth¬ 
ers struggle,” said Caitlin Ryan, di¬ 
rector of policy studies at the 
SFSU Institute on Sexuality, In¬ 
equality and Health. “The Califor¬ 
nia Endowment’s commitment to 
underserved groups and multicul¬ 
tural care will help us understand 
these complex dynamics and de¬ 
velop critically needed training 
materials for providers.” 

Ryan and Rafael Diaz, SFSU 
professor of human sexuality 
studies and ethnic studies, will 
work closely with Northern Cali¬ 
fornia community agencies such 
as the Gay Straight Alliance Net¬ 
work and Adolescent Health 
Working Group to study white 
and Latino teen-agers and their 
families. Diaz’s previous research 
of Latino gay men indicated that 


crimination must seek to ac¬ 
knowledge, understand, and alle¬ 
viate fear if it is present. It is also 
necessary to understand and ex¬ 
pose the vested interests that are 
behind targeting groups for dis¬ 
crimination.” 

The CSU Board of Trustees’ 
Outstanding Achievement Award 
was created in 1974 and later 
combined with the Hearst Schol¬ 
arship Program in 1999. The 
award is funded by an endowment 
from the Hearst Foundation and 
individual contributions from 
members of the CSU Board of 
Trustees. 

“Joe has a prodigious appetite 
for research and he’s found 
sources for some of his papers that 
no previous historian has ex¬ 
plored,” said SFSU history Profes¬ 
sor Robert Cherny, who nominat¬ 
ed Mullin for the award. “He pro¬ 
vides service to other students and 
the History Department. Joe is, in 
every way, a model student.” T 


family acceptance is the most crit¬ 
ical factor in reducing risk for HIV 
infection. 

In addition, Diaz found that 
family acceptance is critical to 
promoting “resiliency,” or the abil¬ 
ity of lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
youth to survive and thrive despite 
the many challenges and struggles 
they encounter. 

“Supporting families to wel¬ 
come and accept their child’s gay 
identity is one of the most impor¬ 
tant HIV prevention strategies we 
can offer,” he said. 

Ryan, who has studied gay and 
lesbian health and mental health 
issues since the 1970s, said that at¬ 
tention to family reactions is more 
critical than ever because more 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual youth 
are coming out at younger ages, 
which significantly increases the 
possibility of being victimized at 
home and in public, and gay and 
bisexual youth are at high risk for 
HIV infection. 

The study’s results will be used 
to develop training materials and 
assessment tools for health and 
mental health providers and 
school practitioners, as well as a 
guide for health providers on fam¬ 
ily care and support for lesbian, 
gay and bisexual youth and a re¬ 
source directory for lesbian, gay 
and bisexual youth. 

“This project draws directly 
from the experiences and perspec¬ 
tives of lesbian, gay and bisexual 
youth, their families and the ser¬ 
vice providers who are trying to 
help them,” said Barbara Webster, 
program officer at the California 
Endowment, which was estab¬ 
lished in 1996 to expand access to 
affordable, quality health care for 
underserved individuals and com¬ 
munities, and to promote funda¬ 
mental improvements in the 
health status of all Californians. 

“The important result will be 
guidelines for delivering quality 
culturally competent care to these 
vulnerable and underserved youth 
within the all-important context of 
their families,” added Webster. T

reported in patients receiving KALETRA. Tell your doctor if you have or 
have had liver disease such as hepatitis.

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA; itcould make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

-Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide)

- Tambocor™ (flecainide)

•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 

herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. * 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin.

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Strict federal 
drug bill proposed

H f U.S. Congressman Doug Ose 
| (R-Sacramento) and 66 other 
co-sponsors have their way, 
entertainment promoters may 
have their property seized, with¬ 
out trial, if they produce an event 
where they know “or reasonably 
should know” that a controlled 
substance will be used. 

The provision is part of a larger 
bill, HR3782, introduced in Febru¬ 
ary and now in the House Sub¬ 
committee on Education Reform. 

The provision could be applied 
to any sort of event where the or¬ 
ganizers might expect there to be 
drug use. According to Bill Piper, 
associate director of national af¬ 
fairs for the Drug Policy Alliance, 
this could include demonstrations 
in favor of medical marijuana and 
“hemp fests,” but the bill specifi¬ 
cally targets “rave, dance, and 
music” events. 

“Our objective is to focus on 
methamphetamine and drug use,” 
said Ose spokesman Yier Shi. “We 
wanted to give law enforcement as 
many tools as possible to clamp 
down on illegal drug use. We be¬ 
lieve that one of the big drug 
problems is the illegal use at clubs 
and such. Promoters who reck¬ 
lessly sponsor something like that 
should be looked into. 

“The goal is to give law en¬ 
forcement as many tools as possi¬ 
ble. I don’t know what the imple¬ 
mentation of this is going to be,” 



Congressman Doug Ose 
Shi said. 

“This would substantially chill 
free speech and free expression,” 
according to the Drug Policy Al¬ 
liance’s Piper. 

Federal law provides broad¬ 
ranging powers for prosecutors to 
seize the property of those even 
suspected of violating federal drug 
law. 

Eric E. Sterling, president of 
the Criminal Justice Policy Foun- - 
dation in Silver Spring, Maryland, 
said that “any property owner, 
whether you are running a theater 
or nightclub or campground or a 
motel who reasonably should 
know that some customer is going 
to use illegal drugs can be prose¬ 
cuted. Even if they’re not prose¬ 
cuted, the government can seize 
all the property.” 

The provision is part of a bill 


that also provides more than $100 
million to combat methampheta¬ 
mine use. It provides $60 million 
to clean up the toxic residues often 
left by meth labs or dumped on 
public and private land. Ose’s dis¬ 
trict is located in the rural Cali¬ 
fornia Central Valley. 

The bill provides $31 million 
for methamphetamine education 
and treatment, to be distributed 
by the Department of Health and 
Human Services and the Educa¬ 
tion Department. 

It also contains a $32 million 
enforcement budget to be admin¬ 
istered by the Department of Jus¬ 
tice and the Drug Enforcement 
Administration. Five million dol¬ 
lars would be set aside for rural 
communities and $10 million 
wpuld go to expand the facilities 
of a DEA “clandestine lab training 
facility” in Quantico, Virginia. 

“We have experience with the 
government’s zealous misuse of 
these kinds of statutes,” said Ster¬ 
ling. “This is an extremely lucrative 
avenue for law enforcement. In 
some places they brag about all the 
stuff they got from the forfeitures. 

“We’re spending $50 billion on 
the war on drugs,” he said. “It’s an 
enormous industry. Law enforce¬ 
ment agencies are institutionally 
committed to the war, and elected 
officials are loath to cross law en¬ 
forcement.” 

California Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein (D) has announced she 
will introduce companion legisla¬ 
tion in the Senate. ▼

AIDS Health Project seeks 
volunteers, hosts sex workshop

■ he AIDS Health Project at the 
: University of California at 
San Francisco is looking for 
HIV prevention facilitators for its 
REACH program. Volunteers are 
needed to help reduce the rate of 
HIV infections in San Francisco. 

The program, called Risk Eval¬ 
uation and Counseling for Health, 
conducts 12-week HIV preven¬ 
tion support groups and monthly 
workshops. Topics discussed in 
the various programs include 
connecting with others, talking 
about HIV risks and building re¬ 
lationships. 

The REACH programs are all 
peer-facilitated groups, and are 


aimed at people who are both 
HIV-negative or untested, as well 
as programs for people regardless 
of their HIV status. In addition to 
facilitator training, volunteers 
must commit 10 to 12 hours a 
month and have a general sensi¬ 
tivity to HIV-related issues. 

“The issues that are addressed 
in our support groups enable 
group participants to stay focused 
on their health and well-being,” 
said Michael Discepola, coordina¬ 
tor of the REACH Program. “Sup¬ 
port and information sharing 
makes a real difference and these 
groups are a key part of our HIV 
prevention efforts.”

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sumption that parts of Asia were 
somehow immune to HIV,” said 
Piot. “In Eastern Europe and Cen¬ 
tral Asia, the assumption that the 
epidemic would remain confined 
to marginalized groups, such as 
injecting drug users, is turning out 
to be the worst sort of wishful 
thinking.” 

The report contrasted “in¬ 
creased political commitment, re¬ 
sources and institutional initia¬ 
tives” of some governments with 
the fact that “an unacceptable 
number of governments and civil 
society institutions are still in a 
state of denial about the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic, and are fail¬ 
ing to act to prevent its further 
spread or alleviate its impact.” 

The somber report cast a large 
shadow over the conference in 
sunny Barcelona, Spain. The con- 
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ference, with a record 17,000 reg¬ 
istrants, opened Sunday, July 7 
and continues through Friday. It 
brought home the message that 
experts have continuously under¬ 
estimated the relentless capacity 
of this epidemic to expand. It has 
become the worst plague in 
recorded human history. 

Many nations appear to be 
vying for the title of who has the 
fastest growing caseload. Vadim 
Pokrovsky, director of the Center 
for AIDS Prevention and Treat¬ 
ment in Moscow, said that an esti¬ 
mated 1 million Russians (out of 
a population of 144 million) are 
believed to be infected with HIV. 
Some 88,000 new cases were offi¬ 
cially registered in 2001, an in¬ 
crease of nearly 50 percent over 
the previous year. 

“We’re moving closer to an 
African scenario,” he said. 

By comparison, the United 
States also has an estimated 1 mil¬ 
lion people living with HIV, but 
new infections have stabilized at 
around 40,000 a year. And the 
burden is distributed over a popu¬ 
lation roughly twice the size of 
Russia’s. 

China is on the brink of an “ex¬ 
plosive” AIDS epidemic and faces 
a “titanic peril” trumpeted UN¬ 
AIDS. “We are now witnessing the 
unfolding of an HIV/AIDS epi¬ 
demic of proportions beyond be¬ 
lief, an epidemic that calls for an 
urgent and proper but currently 
yet unanswered quintessential re¬ 
sponse,” Piot said. 

The Chinese epidemic gained 
its foothold largely through im¬ 
proper sterilization of needles 
used to collect blood, and im¬ 
proper screening of those blood 
products for HIV and other virus¬ 
es. While many of those problems

have been corrected, the epidemic 
is now spreading through the 
shared needles of injection drug 
use and through sexual contact. 
The report criticized the Chinese 
government for doing little to ed¬ 
ucate the public to the risks of 
HIV and prevent its spread, a 
charge the government denied. 

Through the pall shone bea¬ 
cons of hope that concerted ac¬ 
tion can bring results. In Uganda, 
the adult HIV prevalence rate has 
fallen from 8.3 percent in 1999 to 
5 percent in 2001, the result of 
strong prevention efforts plus 
huge numbers of deaths. Zambia 
appears to be following the same 
path in containing its epidemic. 

Poland’s prevention efforts 
have reduced levels of HIV among 
injection drug users and have 
largely prevented it from spread¬ 
ing through sexual contact into 
the broader population. While 
Brazil has shown that the wide¬ 
spread availability of less expen¬ 
sive drugs can greatly reduce 
deaths from the disease, much as 
they have in the United States. 

One major debate of the con¬ 
ference is whether increased fund¬ 
ing should go to prevention or 
treatment. A preliminary salvo was 
fired in the May 25 issue of the 
British medical journal Lancet that 
argued for “HIV prevention before 
HAART in sub-Saharan Africa.” 

Using the costs of therapy, now 
greatly reduced for that region by 
pharmaceutical companies, the 
authors calculated that “for every 
1 life-year gained with HAART, 28 


life-years could have been gained 
with prevention.” That was based 
upon just the cost of drugs and 
did not include creating the nec¬ 
essary health care and monitoring 
infrastructure to administer ther¬ 
apy as it is done in the U.S. and 
Europe. Such a calculation would 
tilt the equation even more 
strongly in favor of prevention. 

Perhaps the most startling fact 
is that according to a UNAIDS re¬ 
port, fewer than one in five people 
worldwide know how HIV is 
transmitted and how they can 
protect themselves from infection. 
Thus they are not modifying their 
behavior. Much of this is igno¬ 
rance due to lack of political will 
to support strong prevention mes¬ 
sages in many of the nations that 
are hardest hit. 

“We found that countries need 
combination approaches” to pre¬ 
vention, the Gates Foundation’s 
Helene Gayle told Newsday re¬ 
porter Laurie Garrett. “We talk in 
treatment about combination 
therapy. Now we’re talking about 
combination prevention.” 

Treatment advocates have 
called for creation of a Global Ac¬ 
cess Alliance, “an independent 
body to carry out use of antiretro¬ 
virals in poor countries,” in the 
words of Joep Lange, president of 
the International AIDS Society. 

He argues that wealthy nations 
“are holding back their money be¬ 
cause they see the lack of health 
infrastructure in these countries, 
the lack of trained managers.” 
Lange fears, “If we don’t start to 


do things dramatically different, 
like a military operation, then it 
will be just talk, talk, talk.” 

Both sides agree that they 
would not be having this debate if 
there were enough money to do 
everything. Revised UNAIDS esti¬ 
mates put the need at $30 billion a 
year. Only a fraction of that is cur¬ 
rently available. 

AIDS advocates are counting 
on a large increase in donations 
from the United States to fund 
more prevention and treatment 
efforts. A new survey, released on 
July 6, suggests little support 
among the American people for 
such spending. It was conducted 
by the Washington Post , Henry J. 
Kaiser Foundation, and Harvard 
University. 

While 74 percent supported the 
Bush administration proposal to 
spend $500 million over the next 
three years, mostly in Africa, 82 per¬ 
cent believe that the most impor¬ 
tant factor is the need for individu¬ 
als to change their behavior, while 
74 percent believe that African gov¬ 
ernments themselves are not doing 
enough to curb the epidemic. 

Ammunition for that view 
came on July 7 with news that the 
government of Swaziland, a small 
nation of less than a million peo¬ 
ple on the northeastern border of 
South Africa, is purchasing a cor¬ 
porate jet for the exclusive use of 
its king. The $45 million aircraft 
costs more than twice that na¬ 
tion’s entire annual health budget. 
A third of Swazi adults are be¬ 
lieved to be infected with HIV. T 


Infection status 
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AIDS Policy and Training Insti¬ 
tute in Los Angeles, suggested the 
problem occurred long before the 
men went for their HIV test. 

“The real failure is that these 
folks are not in the health care sys¬ 
tem at all,” he said. 

The problem goes beyond HIV 


infection and encompasses a fail¬ 
ure to understand risks of heart 
disease, cancer, and other infec¬ 
tions, Wilson said, adding that he 
knows people with advanced 
stages of syphilis who have as¬ 
sumed they were not infected be¬ 
cause they have been in steady re¬ 
lationships for years and had not 
sought treatment. 

Dr. Ron Valdiserri, deputy di¬ 
rector of the CDC’s National Cen¬ 


ter for HIV, STD and TB Preven¬ 
tion, said, “As we work to renew 
HIV prevention among gay men 
and others at high risk, the knowl¬ 
edge gained through these studies 
is critical to forging solutions that 
address the current realities of gay 
and bisexual men’s lives.” 

MacKeller added, “We have got 
to reduce the number of gay and 
bisexual men who are not aware 
of their HIV status.” ▼ 


Tommy Thompson booed in Barcelona

U .S. Health and Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson was booed and jeered as 
he attempted to deliver his speech Tuesday, 
July 9 at the XIV International AIDS Conference in 
Barcelona, Spain. Thompson, who was to talk 
about the Bush administration’s Global AIDS 
Fund, was greeted by about 100 protesters after he 
reached the podium. The demonstrators carried 
placards that read, “Bush and Thompson Wanted: 
For the murder and neglect of PWAs.” 

Most of the protesters were from ACT UP chap¬ 
ters on the East Coast. 

According to a CNN news account, Thompson 
stood and watched the protest for 15 minutes and 
then managed to finish an inaudible 10-minute 
speech before he left. 


Other news accounts in the New York Times 
likened the protests to earlier in the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic when ACT UP members chained themselves to 
the doors of drug companies, squirted red liquid at 
scientists, and heckled political leaders. 

The protesters said that Thompson continues to 
“make hollow arguments” that the U.S. is the largest 
contributor to the global fund, and pointed out 
that Norway contributes 25 times as much per cit¬ 
izen (as a percentage of the gross national product) 
as the U.S. does. They also accused the Bush ad¬ 
ministration of attacking science-based HIV pre¬ 
vention programs and supporting abstinence-only 
prevention programs. 

Thompson said, “I understand the yelling and 
screaming. They [activists] would serve their cause 
much better if they would try and get other coun¬ 
tries to contribute to the global fund like the Unit¬ 
ed States.” T 
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Former SF AIDS doc named to lead CDC

* r. Julie Gerberding was 
I named to be the next direc- 
5 tor of the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention. 
Health and Human Services Sec¬ 
retary Tommy Thompson quelled 
the rumor mill by making the an¬ 
nouncement official on his July 3 
visit to CDC headquarters in At* 
lanta. She will be the first woman 
to lead that agency. 

The nomination is subject to 
Senate confirmation, but should 
be without controversy. It comes 
three months after the last direc¬ 
tor, Jeffrey Koplan, departed. The 
nomination was made with “light¬ 
ning” speed in a department 
where it is not unusual for posi¬ 
tions such as director of the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, head of 


the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, or surgeon general to sit va¬ 
cant for one or two years at a 
stretch. 

Gerberding, 46, is a physician 
who attended medical school at 
Case Western Reserve in Cleve¬ 
land and later acquired a master’s 
degree in public health from the 
University of California, Berkeley. 

As a professor of epidemiology 
and biostatistics at the University 
of California, San Francisco, she 
developed a model program for 
treating health care workers ex¬ 
posed to HIV on the job through 
needle sticks, and a parallel pro¬ 
gram for sexual exposure that has 
become known as post-exposure 
prophylaxis. 

Gerberding moved to the CDC 
in 1998 and gained prominence 
during the anthrax scare last fall 
for her unflappable performance

Largest AIDS vaccine 
study set to start this year

- new clinical study of an HIV 
vaccine involving 16,000 
healthy volunteers will 
begin in Thailand this year with 
support from the U.S. govern¬ 
ment and private industry, offi¬ 
cials announced Monday, July 8 at 
the XIV International AIDS Con¬ 
ference. 

The $36 million study will take 
five years, said Vallop Thaineau of 
the Thai Ministry of Health, and 
is expected to begin before the end 
of 2002 if regulators in the United 
States and Thailand approve. 

It will be the largest study of 
an AIDS vaccine to date, al¬ 
though two smaller trials - spon¬ 
sored by VaxGen Inc., of Bris¬ 
bane, California - are expected to 
be finished within months. Vax¬ 
Gen is also involved in the new 
Thai study. 

The study is a Phase III trial, in 
which researchers attempt to de¬ 
termine whether an experimental 
drug actually affects the outcome 


of a disease. A U.S. Phase III trial' 
of a similar AIDS vaccine was can¬ 
celed at the beginning of this year, 
but Thaineau said the cancellation 
“in no way affects our decision to 
move forward” because the deci¬ 
sion was based on technical 
grounds. 

Anthony Fauci, head of the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, said the pre¬ 
vious Phase III trial was canceled 
because earlier phases failed to 
meet a pre-set laboratory stan¬ 
dard, not because of concerns 
about the drug’s safety or effec¬ 
tiveness. By contrast, he said, the 
Thai trial will observe people who 
have been given the vaccine to see 
if it protects them against the dis¬ 
ease. 

“This is a safe vaccine,” Fauci 
said. “The question is, will it 
work.” 

Jim Tartaglia, head of research 
for Aventis Pasteur Inc., in Lyon, 
France, which is making part of 
the vaccine to be tested, told Unit¬ 
ed Press International the U.S. 
trial was intended to examine how 
the vaccine works. 


Gay Asians strut at Runway 2002

According to GAPA, the selec¬ 
tion of Miss GAPA helps the API 
community embrace the diversity 
of gender expression and celebrate 
the cultural significance of trans¬ 
genders within the community. 

“I don’t think many folks un¬ 
derstand the important role drag 
queens, cross-dressers and trans- 
gendered people have played in 
different cultures, especially in 
Asian countries,” said Jeanette 
Lazam, a former San Francisco 
human rights commissioner. 

Similarly, the competition to 


become Mr. GAPA helps Asian 
men spotlight their own sexuality 
and maleness, images often left 
out of mainstream American so¬ 
ciety. 

“Rather than follow an arbi¬ 
trary ideal of what makes a man, 
participants are encouraged to 
create their own models of mas¬ 
culinity,” said Dino Duazo, a for¬ 
mer organizer of the pageant. 

In order to win the title of Mr.

first pass muster with a panel of 
judges consisting of local commu¬ 
nity leaders and personalities who 
serve as positive role models in the 
API communities.

ing the CDC since April. 

“I absolutely adore Julie Ger¬ 
berding,” said Cornelius Baker, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic in Washington, 
D.C., and co-chair of the Nation¬ 
al Coalition for LGBT Health. He 
has worked with her off and on 
for nearly a decade and finds Ger¬ 
berding “very committed on HIV 
issues.” She is “fair, analytical, and 
thoughtful,” and “will bring a lot 
of integrity” to the CDC. 

Terje Anderson, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Association 
of People With AIDS, agreed. “I 
think that Gerberding’s appoint¬ 
ment sends a reassuring message 
that [the Bush administration] is 
going to listen to science as op¬ 
posed to just doing politics, 
which, for a lot of folks, is an im¬ 
portant message to hear.” 

Baker said the CDC “needs at¬ 


tention to its management and 
systems” to see that programs 
function more efficiently. Several 
senior administrative positions re¬ 
main to be filled at the agency. 

One particular concern for 
Baker is that the billion dollar 
HIV/TB/STD program at the 
CDC has been without a perma¬ 
nent director since Helene Gayle 
departed last August for the Gates 
Foundation. About $125 million 
of that program budget “goes out 
to other parts [of CDC] with little 
accountability” of how money is 
spent or how the outcomes are 
monitored. 

Baker also sees the need for in¬ 
creased CDC involvement in 
other aspects of LGBT health, 
such as programs to stop smoking 
and even things as basic as gather¬ 
ing statistics on LGBT health, 
which is not always done. T 
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“Now we’re looking at whether 
it works,” he said. 

Thaineau said the 16,000 
healthy volunteers will be selected 
randomly to receive either the 
vaccine or a non-active placebo. 
After five years, researchers will 
see which group had more HIV 
infections. The vaccine itself will 
be given in two stages. The first 
will “prime” the immune system, 
and the second will “boost” the ef¬ 
fect, he said. 

Aventis Pasteur is making the 
first-stage vaccine, while VaxGen 
is making the booster. VaxGen’s 
booster is already in a Phase III 
clinical trial in Thailand, involving 
2,500 injection drug users, who 
are considered to be at high risk 
for HIV. That trial should be fin¬ 
ished late next year, VaxGen Pres¬ 
ident Donald Francis said Mon¬ 
day. 

A similar VaxGen vaccine, tar¬ 
geting a slightly different HIV 
strain, is expected to deliver Phase 
III results before the end of 2002, 
Francis said. “We will have an an¬ 
swer as to efficacy of this vaccine 
within months,” he said. T

he following is an occasional 
column compiled by the 
Transgender Law Project that 
answers basic legal questions of in¬ 
terest to San Francisco’s transgen¬ 
der, intersex, gender-variant, and 
genderqueer communities. 

Q: In your last column on em¬ 
ployment discrimination, you sug¬ 
gested that transgender people file a 
claim with the California Depart¬ 
ment of Fair Employment and 
Housing (DFEH). I’ve heard that the 
DFEH wont take complaints from 
transgender people. Is that true? 

A: The short answer is that 
while DFEH did not accept these 
complaints in the past; they do 
now. If you or anyone you know 
encounters any problems in this 
regard, you should contact one of 


our offices immediately (contact 
information below). 

To understand the reason for 
this shift, it is helpful to under¬ 
stand how the law has developed 
in the last several years. Until re¬ 
cently, transgender people had lit¬ 
tle recourse from workplace dis¬ 
crimination and harassment. Even 
though advocates have long ar¬ 
gued that transgender people 
should be protected by sex dis¬ 
crimination laws, courts largely 
ignored these arguments. Recent¬ 
ly, though, courts and administra¬ 
tive bodies throughout the coun¬ 
try - including California - have 
recognized that discrimination 
against transgender and gender 
non-conforming people is a form 
of sex discrimination. 

DFEH is the state agency that 
receives and investigates all com¬ 
plaints of discrimination filed 
under the California Fair Employ¬ 
ment and Housing Act (FEHA), 


the state law that prohibits dis¬ 
crimination in employment and 
housing based on race, sex, reli¬ 
gious creed, color, national origin, 
age, disability, pregnancy, medical 
condition, marital status, ancestry, 
and sexual orientation. It is the 
state counterpart of the federal 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission (EEOC), 
which enforces Title 
VII. 

Like its sister orga¬ 
nizations in other 
states, DFEH has re¬ 
sponded to the posi¬ 
tive trend in the 
case law by recog¬ 
nizing that it must 
accept complaints 
based on gender 
identity and gender 
non-conformity. If you are en¬ 
countering discrimination or ha¬ 
rassment at work, and your efforts 
to resolve the situation informally 
with your employer have been un¬ 
successful, filing a complaint with 
the DFEH is the next step in se¬ 
curing legal protection. It is also a 
necessary precursor to filing a law¬ 
suit. 

The basics of FEHA 
coverage for TGs 

Under FEHA, transgender and 
gender non-conforming people 
are protected from discrimination 
on the basis of sex. Depending on 
the circumstances, transgender 
and gender non-conforming peo¬ 
ple might also be protected on the 
basis of disability and perceived 
sexual orientation. (For further 
explanation of these protections, 
contact one of our offices to re¬ 
ceive a Gender Identity and Em¬ 
ployment Discrimination publi¬ 
cation.) The law covers discrimi¬ 
nation such as discharge, demo¬ 
tion and refusal to hire; transfer to 
a less desirable position; failure to 
use appropriate names, pronouns 
and titles; failure to allow bath¬ 
room use according to gender 
identity; and harassment by co¬ 
workers, supervisors or manage¬ 
ment, among others. 

Recognizing and 
proving discrimination 

If you believe you have been 
subject to a negative employment 
action - such as demotion, trans¬ 
fer, or non-promotion - because 
of your transgender status, you 
must be able to show that you 
were treated differently than other 
similarly situated, non-transgen- 
der employees. For example, if 
you were hired before a non¬ 
transgender employee with the 
same experience, and this person 
was promoted over you, this per¬ 
son could be a similarly-situated 
non-transgender employee, or 
“comparator,” for purposes of 
proving your case. You must also 
disprove any legitimate non-dis- 
criminatory reason your employ¬ 
er may provide as a reason for not 
promoting you (for example, poor 
work performance). 

To prove a harassment case, 
you must show that: (1) the ha¬ 
rassing conduct is severe or perva¬ 
sive; and (2) the harassment was 
directed at you because of your 
sex. Isolated incidents are not 
enough. Physical touching or as¬ 
sault, for example, is considered 
severe; conduct occurring regular¬ 
ly for an extended period is con¬ 
sidered pervasive. To show that 
you are the target of harassment 
“because of sex,” you must show 
that the treatment was directed at 
you because of your sex, which in¬ 
cludes gender stereotyping. For 
example, a co-worker refers to you 
with slurs such as “drag queen” or 


“he/she,” or makes comments in¬ 
dicating that you do not meet 
stereotypical notions about how a 
man or woman should act, such as 
commenting on your hair, cloth¬ 
ing, manner of speaking or walk¬ 
ing, etc. The conduct need not be 
sexual in nature. 

One note of caution: employ¬ 
ment discrimination 
cases can be extremely 
difficult to prove. Al¬ 
though you may have 
suffered extreme or 
blatant discrimina¬ 
tion, you may have 
little legal recourse 
if you can not pro¬ 
duce evidence in 
the form of com¬ 
parators, witness¬ 
es, or other docu¬ 
mentation of the discriminatory 
conduct. 

Filing an administrative 
complaint 

The first step in dealing with 
discrimination or harassment is to 
report it to your employer or 
union and to attempt to resolve the 
situation through your employer’s 
internal complaint process and/or 
the union grievance process. An 
employer can’t be held liable for 
harassment if the employer is not 
aware of what is happening. 

If you cannot resolve an inci¬ 
dent of discrimination or harass¬ 
ment with your employer inter¬ 
nally, filing a complaint with the 
DFEH is the next step. You must 
file a complaint with the DFEH 
within one year of the last act of 
discrimination. If you do not file 
within this time, you lose your 
right to pursue your complaint 
with the agency or in court. There 
is no cost to file a complaint, and 
filing can be done without the as¬ 
sistance of an attorney. 

To file a complaint, contact the 
DFEH Communications Center at 
(800) 884-1684 and state clearly 
that you believe you have been 
discriminated against because you 
are transgender or gender non- 
conforming. If your situation 
meets certain legal requirements 
(such as the filing deadlines noted 
above), you will receive an ap¬ 
pointment time at the DFEH of¬ 
fice closest to you. You will also be 
sent a questionnaire by mail ask¬ 
ing you to detail the facts of the 
discrimination. 

In filling out the questionnaire, it 
is essential that you indicate each 
possible basis of discrimination (sex, 
disability, sexual orientation, etc.). It 
can also be helpful, although the 
form does not request it, to attach a 
one or two-page summary explain¬ 
ing why you believe what happened 
was discrimination. Be sure to in¬ 
clude a description of any compara¬ 
tors, and the names and contact in¬ 
formation of any witnesses to the 
discrimination or harassment. 
Preparing a timeline or a log of each 
incident, especially in the case of ha¬ 
rassment, can also be very helpful. 
Include the date, time, a description 
of the incident and any witnesses 
who observed the incident. 

At the interview, you will meet 
with a consultant who is responsi¬ 
ble for collecting information from 
you, drafting your discrimination 
complaint, and ultimately investi¬ 
gating your case. Retain the name 
and contact information of the 
consultant, because she will be your 
contact throughout the process. 

During the interview, provide 
information about any compara¬ 
tors, the names and contact infor¬ 
mation of witnesses, and any docu¬ 
mentary evidence, such as notes, e- 
mail, or letters from your employer. 
Be sure to indicate that you wish the 


DFEH to cross-file your complaint 
with EEOC, which will ensure that 
you retain your right to sue under 
federal law as well. (Thanks to a 
work-sharing agreement between 
DFEH and EEOC, you need not file 
with both agencies, but you do need 
to make sure that DFEH cross-files 
your complaint.) 

After the interview, you will re¬ 
ceive a draft complaint in the 
mail. Check to make sure that the 
boxes for each kind of discrimina¬ 
tion you are claiming are checked, 
that the date of the last incident of 
discrimination is correctly noted, 
and that the statement of facts is 
complete and accurate. Also make 
sure that the box indicating your 
desire to have the complaint 
cross-filed with the EEOC is 
checked, and that the complaint 
has been assigned both a DFEH 
and EEOC complaint number. 
Contact the consultant before you 
sign if any changes are necessary. 

Once you sign and return the 
complaint, the DFEH will send a 
copy to your employer, who will 
be required to provide a written 
response within a few weeks. You 
may ask the consultant to read the 
employer’s response to you over 
the phone. The response can pro¬ 
vide important information about 
what you will have to prove to 
prevail; for example, refuting an 
employer’s claim that you were 
not promoted because of poor 
work performance, rather than 
because you are transgender or 
gender non-conforming. 

The DFEH' will then begin its 
investigation, which can last for 
several months or up to a year. The 
investigation will be most effective 
if you can provide Specific names 
and contact information for peo¬ 
ple that can corroborate your 
story. Check in with the DFEH 
consultant periodically to find out 
how the investigation is proceed¬ 
ing and to provide any additional 
information that may be useful. 

At the end of the investigation, 
the DFEH will issue a “right-to- 
sue letter” that includes one of 
three findings: (1) that the DFEH 
believes discrimination did occur, 
(2) that the DFEH believes it did 
not, or (3) that there is insufficient 
evidence for the DFEH to deter¬ 
mine whether discrimination oc¬ 
curred. A finding of discrimina¬ 
tion can be very useful in any law¬ 
suit you may bring, but a finding 
of no discrimination or insuffi¬ 
cient evidence does not preclude 
you from bringing suit. At any 
time during the investigation, you 
may request that the DFEH stop 
its investigation and issue you a 
right to sue letter. 

You must file a lawsuit within 
one year of the date of the right- 
to-sue letter, or you will lose your 
opportunity to file. To file a lawsuit 
under federal law, you must do so 
within 90 days of receipt of the 
right-to-sue letter from EEOC.

arvin S. Shaw, who was a 
' freelance writer for the Bay 
Area Reporter for many 
years, died June 2 after a sudden 
illness. He was 79. 

Family members said Mr. Shaw 
will be remembered with deep 
caring and honor by all those who 
knew him. He is survived by his 
domestic partner of 34 years, Peter 
Macris, of San Carlos, and his sis¬ 
ter and brother-in-law, Doris and 
William Spear, of Mercer Island, 
Washington. 

Born February 24, 1923 in 
Tacoma, Washington, Mr. Shaw 
was the adored son of Park W. and 
Ester F. (Lyphardt) Shaw. 

Mr. Shaw received his bachelor 
of arts degree in education from 
Pacific Lutheran College. He served 
in the U.S. Army during World War 
II and was awarded two Bronze 
Stars and a Purple Heart. He taught 
language arts in Washington state 
and at Menlo-Atherton High 
School in the Bay Area. 

Later, Mr. Shaw was a language 
arts professor at Skyline College in 
San Bruno, where he worked until 
his retirement. He was a regular

contributor to the B.A.R. until a 
few months before his death, and 
he had written for the Advocate. In 
1991, Mr. Shaw co-authored a 
book (with Robert B. Warren and 
Richard B. Warren), entitled A

ests included music, theater, art, 
and travel. He was also active in 
political and social causes, and 
was a longtime member of the 
Unitarian-Universalist Fellowship 
of Redwood City.

Galliano Liqueur sponsors contest 
for GLBT Historical Society

| f ou’ll get prosperity, posteri¬ 
ty, and publicity if you win a 
contest sponsored by Gal¬ 
liano Liqueur and the San Fran¬ 
cisco GLBT Historical Society of 
Northern California. 

Send them a piece of writing 
(500 words maximum) or one vi¬ 
sual image (photography, paint¬ 
ing, or whatever you want) that 
shows how “you’ve pushed 
boundaries and made your own 
history.” 

“Tell us,” the contest rules say, 
“how you dare to be different.” 

Take that however you like, but 
if you win, you’ll get $ 1,000, you’ll 
be published in the Advocate , and 
your piece will be archived in the 
historical society’s collection. 

“We’re doing the contest as a 
way to pique some interest in 
helping us understand what histo¬ 
ry means to queer people,” said 
Susan Stryker, the historical soci¬ 
ety’s executive director. “We want 
to know what people think is im¬ 
portant about what they’ve done.” 


“Don’t belabor it,” Stryker said. 
“It’s 500 words or one image, 
maximum. Just send it.” 

Galliano is helping the histori¬ 
cal society by sponsoring the con¬ 
test - and also giving the society 
cash ($3,000 last year, $5,000 this 
year) and some free publicity to¬ 
ward its efforts to build a new mu¬ 
seum of GLBT history, culture, 
and politics in San Francisco. 

The new $30 million museum 
would be built on Market Street in 
the “mid-Market redevelopment 
zone.” The city has already pro¬ 
vided $75,000 in seed money to 
do feasibility studies, along with 
$25,000 from the San Francisco 
Foundation. 

The historical society recently 
merged with the Los Angeles- 
based International Museum of 
Gay and Lesbian History which, 
Stryker said, has excellent market¬ 
ing skills, brand management, and 
corporate sponsorship ability, but, 
she said, “what they don’t have is a 
collection.” 

The society’s collections of 
source material about queer his¬ 
tory, photographs, magazines, and 


other materials are the second 
largest in the state, but are cur¬ 
rently stored in a cramped reading 
room at 973 Market Street. 

Stryker would also like to digi¬ 
tize the society’s collections and 
get them available on the Web. 
That, however, Stryker said “will 
be a long-term project.” 

“For example, given the current 
state of the art,” she said, digitizing 
the society’s complete run of this 
newspaper, all 31 years’ worth, 
would cost about $5 million. 

What the society is doing is 
making a table of contents for its 
extensive periodical collection. 
The society has combined efforts 
with the One Institute in Los An¬ 
geles, the other major repository 
of primary research sources in gay 
and lesbian history in California, 
and two other smaller collections 
to make an online list of who has 
what issues of what newspapers 
and magazines. That should be 
done in October.

After Sydney, Killingsworth and 
his partner will travel to Cairnes, 
and watch other events like rugby 
and soccer and ice skating. 

“It’s nice that there’s the social 
part, and we can still go to Gay 
Games.” He loves the hilarious 
Pink Flamingo drag/water ballet 
event, a standard at all annual In¬ 
ternational Gay 8c Lesbian Aquat¬ 
ics meets. This year’s IGLA will 
coincide with Gay Games. 

Healing waters 

Felicia Ferlin swam competi¬ 
tively through most of her child¬ 
hood in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
as well as studying dance, gym¬ 
nastics, and track. 

However, she said, “Going 
from someone who can do that, to 
someone who can barely open a 
door, was difficult.” 

After moving to Burlingame in 
1997, Ferlin developed thoracic 
outlet syndrome, altered neural 
dynamics, and chronic myofascial 
pain from a repetitive strain in¬ 
jury. Simple movements became 
increasingly painful. 

“My home office was set up for 
my work as a technical trainer. 
Working long hours, as well as 
travel, contributed to it.” 



Ferlin initially started a tenta¬ 
tive plan of aqua-therapy, inching 
along at 50 yards a week. “In a few 
months, I was up to 500 then 
1,000.1 decided to join the mas¬ 
ters league to get 
motivated. I started 
out slowly, but then 
improved. 

“Backstroke made my 
symptoms decrease. It helped 
with getting circulation in 
my arms, and strength¬ 
ened my back and 
front torso muscles. 
Working on a com¬ 
puter, you’re hunched 
over, so backstroke is 
the opposite.” 

With an MFA in professional 
writing from Carnegie Mellon 
University, Ferlin is now hoping to 
continue her writing in a healthy 
way. Although married to a man, 
Ferlin considers herself bisexual, 
and finds the Tsunami environ¬ 
ment welcoming to anyone. 

The weather helps, too. “When 
you grow up in Pittsburgh, you’re 
not used to swimming outside in 
December,” as she does in 
Burlingame. 

Her plans for Sydney include 
“going out a bit early to prevent jet 
lag, getting acclimated, seeing the 
sites. My husband will come in for 
opening ceremonies. After that, 
we’re staying through November 
16, perhaps traveling along the 
India Pacific Railway.” 

Part of her aquatic inspiration 
is her relationship with her sister. 
“We were really competitive as 
kids,” she said. “She has boxes of 
ribbons and medals. I’m hoping 
to get her to come to a meet and 
beat me.” 

A highlight of her meets in¬ 
cluded getting a gold medal in the 
200-meter backstroke, defeating a 
former Olympic medalist who 
was battling lupus. She found it to 
be inspiring. “A lot of adults are 


getting over some 
physical condition.”

one police officer. 

But people shouldn’t put on 
their dancing shoes just yet. 

Because three of the members 
are to be appointed by the Board 
of Supervisors, and four by the 
mayor, the commission’s appoint¬ 
ments will need a charter amend¬ 
ment which will to be on the bal¬ 
lot in the November election. Even 
if that ballot measure fails, be¬ 
cause of the way the city charter is 
written there will still be a com¬ 
mission, but the mayor will ap¬ 
point all of its members. 

The mayor could also veto the 
ordinance, which his finance di¬ 
rector, Ben Rosenfield, said will 
cost the city an extra $500,000 in 
next year’s budget. Even though 
the ordinance cleared the board by 


eight votes - enough to override a 
mayoral veto - supporters are still 
nervous. 

And even if all goes according 
to Leno’s plan, the commission 
won’t come into existence until 
next July, when a new budget cycle 
starts. 

The problem matters to the 
city as a whole, not just party peo¬ 
ple. Even after September 11, 
tourism is still San Francisco’s 
number one business - although 
it’s been badly hurt; and San Fran¬ 
cisco’s nightlife has always been 
part of this city’s attractiveness. It 
has been a magnet for both 
tourists and immigrants since the 
Barbary Coast flourished by the 
waterfront before the turn of the 
last century. 

But who, Alan asked, “wants to 
travel to an expensive city where 
there’s nothing more to do at

Meet musical theater legend Jerry Herman

I t should come as no surprise that Jerry Herman, 
the musical theater composer who gave us some of 
our most memorable and strongest female charac¬ 
ters (Marne Dennis in Mame, Dolly Levi in Hello , 
Dolly!), is an openly gay man. Gay men know their divas 
inside and out, and Herman created unforgettable songs 
for two of the most divine divas. He also gave voice to 
two of the most memorable gay characters in musical 
theater, Georges and Albin in La Cage Aux Folles. 

For more than 40 years, Herman has been a major 
force in the Broadway musical, and with the concept 
album for his new musical Miss Spectacular (DRG 
Records), he can add “simple girl” Sarah Jane Hotchkiss 
to his list of memorable divas. More complex than you 
might imagine, Sarah Jane’s quest for fame leads her to 
Las Vegas, where she competes for the title Miss Spec¬ 
tacular, the spokesperson for the Hotel Spectacular. The 


larger-than-life characters in the show include the hotel’s 
lounge singer (Steve Lawrence, who sings the Rat-Packy 
song “Las Vegas”); Sarah Jane’s hometown love interest 
Charlie (Michael Feinstein and Davis Gaines take turns 
playing Charlie, with Feinstein singing “Ziegfeld Girl” .

Fully committed 

Daisy Eagan knows how to 'Be Aggressive'

hose who regularly watch 
the Tony Awards probably 
remember that moment 
when little Daisy Eagan erupted 
into tears after becoming the 
youngest actress to win a Tony. 
She was 11 years old when Audrey 
Hepburn read out Eagan’s name, 
and the ensuing tears were as bit¬ 
tersweet as they were joyful. 

Eagan won the award in 1991 
for The Secret Garden for her por¬ 
trayal of an English girl who must 
come to terms with the death of 
her parents. Sadly, during the mu¬ 
sical’s run, Eagan found out her 
own mother was gravely ill with 
cancer. 

Now Eagan finds herself play¬ 
ing another character dealing 
with the death of her mother. “I’m 
certainly no stranger to that plot 
line,” Eagan said from Palo Alto, 
where she is in rehearsals for Be 
Aggressive. TheatreWorks is pre¬ 
senting Annie Weisman’s dark 
comedy, which had its premiere 
last year at the La Jolla Playhouse. 

Eagan was also in that produc¬ 
tion, but in a different role. This 
time she’s playing the central 
character, a Southern California 
girl who finds comfort in cheer¬ 
leading after her mother’s death. 
Escaping from the demands of 
family and the blandness of her 
surroundings, she and a friend 
head off to North Carolina to 
study cheerleading with “Bible- 
belt intensity.” **- 

Eagan, reflecting on the two 
roles that bookend her young ca¬ 
reer, said, “They’re both charac¬ 
ters who don’t deal with 
what has happened, and 
then events in their lives 
let them deal with their 
past. I think I went 
through kind of the 
same process. It’s inter¬ 
esting because I went 
from an ultimate high 
to an ultimate low, 
from winning a 
Tony Award to los¬ 
ing my mom. It 
took me a while to realize I did 
need to deal with stuff.” 

It took several years for that re¬ 
alization to set in, leading to a 
three-year hiatus from acting in 
her late teens. Now 22 and fully 
committed to a career as an actor, 
Eagan has had to struggle to con¬ 
vince agents and directors that 
she’s now a grown woman ready 
for dramatic roles. 

Her highest profile appearance 
since The Secret Garden wasn’t in 
a role at all, but as herself in the 
reality series The It Factor. Shown 
on Bravo, the series followed a 
group of struggling New York ac¬ 
tors as they made the rounds, 
were often treated badly,.and 
commiserated with friends and 
family. 

It may be reality, but it’s a real¬ 
ity that has been edited to serve an 
agenda, Eagan said. “They decided 
that they wanted me to be the de¬ 
pressed ex-child star. I’ve learned 
a lot from it. It’s not just about 
acting, but also about having a 
public persona. And you want to 
be in control of what people hear 
you say.” 

But one thing The It Factor got 
right, Eagan confirmed, was its 
ability to depict the ego-bruising 
experience of starting out on an 
acting career (or, in the case of 
Eagan, resuming one). 

“It’s really difficult to get up 
and put yourself out there and let

other people judge you,” Eagan 
said. “That’s sort of what careers 
are based on, on how other peo¬ 
ple see us. I would say that musi¬ 
cal theater auditions for me are 
kind of like being in an 
abusive relationship.” 

Eagan said she no 
longer takes rejection at 
an audition as personal¬ 
ly as she first did. 
“There’s no way you 
could keep going if you 
did that every time. I 
also have a fiance 
who’s extremely 
supportive, and if I 
come home from a 
horrible audition, I know he’ll still 
love me and support me and 
think that I’m talented, and that’s 
important.” 

The marriage proposal came 
last year in Florida, while Eagan 
found herself increasingly in 
disharmony with the play she was 
in. It began with an enticing offer 
to appear, without an audition, 
with Tony Randall, Paxton White- 
head, and Harry Groener at the 
prestigious Cocoanut Grove Play¬ 
house in Miami. 

“It’s a funny play, I guess,” 
Eagan said of Ray Cooney’s 
Caught in the Net, a sequel to the 
sex farce Run for Your Wife. While 
Eagan described the chance to 
work .with three veteran actors as 
“awesome,” she found the play 
creakily chauvinistic. “It’s not re¬ 
ally my cup of tea,” she said. 

And what is her cup of tea? “I 
love being able to play a character 
who’s very funny and also very 
poignant, and who goes through 
a journey,” she said. “I’ve been get¬ 
ting away from musical theater 
because I’ve realized it’s not what 
really appeals to me. I like things 
that say something important.” 

Still, she’ll be heading to LA for 
pilot season at the networks. “I’m 
getting my teeth fixed-because I 
know you have to look a certain 
way,” Eagan said. “There comes a 
point when you just have to resign 
yourself to things like that.”

Rhino nets Fisher 

Theatre Rhino recently an¬ 
nounced the six plays making up 
its 25th season. Now comes a bit 
of interesting news: John Fisher 
will join Doug Holsclaw, the cur¬ 
rent artistic director, as co-direc- 
tors of the long-running gay and 
lesbian theater.

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Falling for the wrong sort 

Two coming attractions on July screens

A bout halfway through Love¬ 
ly and Amazing, Nicole 
Holofcener’s inventive but 
exasperating new comedy about 
the travails of two sisters coping 
with troubling traits picked up 
from a caring but extremely neu¬ 
rotic mother, the older sister 
(Catherine Keener) finally finds a 
male partner who likes her for 
who she is. The only problem is 
that the guy, as portrayed by Jake 
Gyllenhaal with the poufy hair 
and wide-eyed nonchalance of a 
young Robert Downey Jr., is 17 
and her boss at a 24-hour pho¬ 
tomat. 

Keener is faced with shacking 
up with Gyllenhaal at the expense 
of losing her daughter and incur¬ 
ring the wrath of her husband 
and Gyllenhaal’s mom, a woman 
of her own age with a similar taste 
in housecoats. That the audience 
is inclined to think that this may 
be the most adult thing’s she’s 
done in the movie up to that 
point is a sign of just how desper¬ 
ate life for Keener’s character has 
become. 

Keener’s sister, British new¬ 
comer Emily Mortimer, is even 
more at sea. Struggling to estab¬ 
lish an acting career with the help 
of an agent who considers her a 
mental case, Mortimer’s ingenue 
finds all of her insecurities about 
her looks confirmed in the audi¬ 
tion from Hell, a so-called “chem¬ 


istry read,” in which she’s judged 
based on her sexual heat with a 
star stud, Dermont Mulroney. 
That she loses the part but gets 
Mulroney for a trophy fuck (with 
possible options) leaves the young 
woman, described by her clueless 
mother, Brenda Blethyn, as “love¬ 
ly and amazing,” reeling. In the 
film’s truly amazing moment, she 
asks Mulroney, after sex, to rate 
her body parts, and he does. 

In her 1996 comedy Walking 
and Talking, Holofcener diverted 
us with the unraveling friendship 
between two women (Keener and 
Anne Heche), which acquired a 
male body count, that of a nerdy 
video-clerk winningly imagined 
by Kevin Corrigan, who hears 
himself dished as “the ugly guy” in 
a phone message left for Keener 
by Heche. The scene in which 
Corrigan confronts Keener about 
her cruelty, while simultaneously 
alerting her to the depths to which 
her friendship with Heche has 
sunk, is the centerpiece of a truly 
original feminist comedy. 

Walking and Talking felt like it 
was unfolding in front of us with 
all the rich possibilities of life’s 
own comedy, while Lovely and 
Amazing feels hobbled by a thesis, 
that women are disabled by famil¬ 
ial flaws. Thus the film fails to soar 
as it should from the vivid perfor¬ 
mances of Mulroney, Gyllenhaal, 
and a remarkable 9-year-old, 
Raven Goodwin, who gives a 
vampish elan to her role as 
Blethyn’s adopted black daughter. 


Towards the end of the film Keen¬ 
er finds herself wolfing down Mc¬ 
Donald’s “comfort food” with 
Goodwin. If Gyllenhaal were still 
a part of Keener’s future at that 
moment, with all the madness 
such a coupling could portend, 
Lovely and Amazing would be the 
comedy of the year. Opens July 19. 

Errand boy 

The solitary girl at the heart of 
Majid Majidi’s new tragic ro¬ 
mance, Baran, is forced to forego 
all feminine images, forced to im¬ 
personate a boy in order to keep 
her Afghan refugee family from 
starving on the fringes of Iran’s 
underground economy. Majidi 
deftly depicts Baran’s plight from 
the point of view of a well-inten¬ 
tioned but shiftless Iranian 
teenager, Lateef (Hossein Abedi- 
ni, who employs his pop-star 
handsomeness as camouflage for 
a remarkable screen transforma¬ 
tion.) 

Upset that he’s losing his rela¬ 
tively cushy job as an errand boy 
and short-order cook to Rahmat 
(Zahra Bahrami), Lateef seeks to 
sabotage this “son” of an injured 
Afghan construction worker with 
a series of cruel pranks, until fie 
discovers that Rahmat is actually 
Baran. Henceforth, nothing in La¬ 
teef’s life will ever be the same. 

Baran means Rain, and Majidi 
employs watery images to inform 
Lateef’s transformation from 
Baran’s tormentor to her guardian 
angel. (In Majidi’s The Children of 
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Jake Gyllenhaal and Catherine Keener in Lovely and Amazing: desperate. 


Heaven, a precious sneaker falling 
into a storm sewer unites a broth¬ 
er and sister.) Since the Islamic 
regime bars any realistic render¬ 
ing of an erotic relationship be¬ 
tween men and women, Lateef’s 
self-sacrificing, altruistic crush on 
Baran stands in for all the passion 
boiling under the surface of this 
once vibrantly secular society. A 
young girl, posing as a young boy, 
covertly brushes out her long hair 


as a young man secretly gazes on, 
through the prism of a carpet 
hung over the entrance to a shab¬ 
by kitchen, like a door opening to 
a possibly brighter future. The 
young man’s gaze ironically fuels 
not lust, but an unexpected depth 
of empathy and true charity. With 
its hauntingly poetic rhythms, 
Baran best captures the true 
tragedy underlying the Afghan 
crisis. Opens July 19. ▼

‘Dahmer’ 
for dummies

JP|| ne of the best films of the 
f ^ year happens to be one you 
HgP think you don’t want to see. 
Get over it. Dahmer, opening at 
the Lumiere Friday, July 12, is 
nothing less than a first-rate, riv¬ 
eting, psychologically complex, 
dramatically intense masterwork, 
by a filmmaker whose youth be¬ 
lies his expertise. Yes, it’s about 
that Dahmer. Jeffrey, the serial 
killer. The cannibal. 

But David Jacobson under¬ 
stands we bear the horror behind 
the tale with us to our theater 
seats. He doesn’t have to depict 
the blood and guts, so this film is 
about 95% gore-free. But like In 
Cold Blood, your stomach stays in 
knots. Dahmer, in a weird, Psycho¬ 
like way, is a kinky thriller. 

The film is also sexy in parts. 
Just don’t tell anyone you respect 
you’re turned on. 

Additionally, Dahmer contains 
the finest portrayal of the gay bar 
scene as observed by someone 
who doesn’t quite fit in. Yes, this 
work deems to explain its titular 
character and the demise of his 
morality, but it never forgives 


him, nor does it ask you to. 

We first meet Jeffrey (Jeremy 
Renner) when he’s working in a 
chocolate factory. Bye, bye, sweet 
tooth. From there, the film jumps 
back and forth in time, to his teen- 
hood and first killing, to the non- 
fatal drugging of his sex partners, 
to his crazed serial murders, and 
back again. We meet his severe fa¬ 
ther (Bruce Davison), his kindly 
grandmother (“You’re going to 
have to calm down, Grandma!”), 
the headless mannequin in his 
closet, and the one man who tried 
to love him (Artel Kayaru). We en¬ 
counter the young Asian who al¬ 
most escapes and the young sports 
star who, unknowing, sends Jeffrey 
down the road to infamy. Then 
there’s the skeleton Jeffrey deco¬ 
rates his living room with — and 
not just for Halloween. 

But putting the subject matter 
aside, the structure of the screen¬ 
play, the acting, the direction, the 
editing and the cinematography 
are all letter-perfect. This is a work 
of art. As for Renner, who appears 
on WB’s Angel, if this Boys Do Cry 
epic doesn’t turn him into this 
year’s Hillary Swank, there’s no 
celluloid god reigning in the Hol¬ 
lywood heavens. ▼

find remedy as the show contin¬ 
ues through area parks this sum¬ 
mer. 

It is the script (by Josh Korn- 
bluth, Michael Gene Sullivan, and 
members of the Troupe) that isn’t 
as sharp as it has been in recent 
productions, and the staging by 
Sullivan and Keiko Shimosato 
strains to pull it into focus. The 
sprawling audience on opening 
afternoon responded apprecia¬ 
tively to the intentionally unsubtle 
theatrics, communally united in 
their appreciation of some solid 
Bush-bashing (despite a heckler 
who suggested loudly that we 
shove the First Amendment up 
our asses). 

Last year, in 1600 Transylvania 
Avenue, the Mime Troupe depict¬ 
ed President Bush as the stooge of 
powerful corporations. If polls 
show that the events following 
Sept. 11 have given Bush a new 
mantle of respect, not a trace of it 
was on view in Dolores Park. As 
enthusiastically played by Amos 
Glick, President Bush is still a 
dimwitted puppet pushed around 
by Dick Cheney and his own 
mother. It’s great to have Ed 
Holmes back as Cheney, a part he 
first played with uncanny 
verisimilitude last year, and this 
year he also shows up as a mon¬ 
strous Barbara Bush. 

Plunder pit 

Playing off our country’s sud¬ 
den interest in Afghanistan, the 
Mime Troupe gives us Obscuris¬ 


tan, a desert country so impover¬ 
ished that it even has to import 
sand. Back in the US, the Admin¬ 
istration decides to reaffirm its 
noble vision by exporting democ¬ 
racy to a country with nothing for 
the country to plunder. 

But when oil is discovered in 
Obscuristan, American interests 
are aroused, and to make sure the 
right person is elected president 
over there, a Dudley Do-Right 
fireman-hero from New York is 
sent to Obscuristan to monitor 
the elections. In the tradition of 
Mr. Smith Goes to Washington, 
this new Mr. Smith (played with 
bright-eyed earnestness by 
Michael Gene Sullivan) turns the 
tables on his scheming patrons. 

Bruce Barthol and Jason Sher- 
bundy have provided an eclectic 
score that ranges from Gilbert and 
Sullivan-style patter songs to Les 
Miz- like noble anthems. Velina 


Brown, as a corrupted ambas¬ 
sador, makes the biggest musical 
impact with her “Avenger of the 
Oppressed” aria. 

Martha Stewart, Enron, MCI, 
and Arthur Andersen could all 
have been prime targets for the 
Mime Troupe, but they surpris¬ 
ingly go unmentioned, even as 
Florida election jokes are rein¬ 
voked. Topical theater isn’t easy, 
because freshness is its main com¬ 
modity, and that gets harder to 
come by in a DSL-connected 
world. Still, the Mime Troupe is 
better than most at this, and a 
visit to Obscuristan is 90 minutes 
well spent. T

In like Flynn 

'Cuban Stor/ out on DVD

| y the mid-1950s, Errol 
1 " Flynn was enjoying the low 
I I high-life of a bloated alco¬ 
holic and former matinee idol. 
His extended lost weekend was 
spent in Cuba, then a decadent 
playground for American tourists 
too dazzled by the glittering casi¬ 
nos to notice revolution brewing 
in the dark, poor villages beyond 
Havana. 

On one of Flynn’s visits, he and 
movie producer Victor Pahlen 
were witness to Fidel Castro’s 
overthrow of army sergeant Ful- 
gencio Batista’s regime. So Flynn 
and Pahlen set about capturing 
what they could on camera, and 
the results are fairly impressive. 
Neither of them would ever be 
mistaken for Joris Ivens or Robert 
Flaherty, but there is rough and 
raw footage of street ruckuses and 
teeming soldiers pressing on to 
Havana demanding a new gov¬ 
ernment. The two don’t blink at 
capturing the dying and the dead, 
and one execution may compel 
you to look away. What cheapens 
the enterprise is Flynn’s some¬ 
times patronizing and nearly in¬ 
coherent commentary. 

If ever there were an oddity 
among the greatly expanding 
DVD offerings in the world, it is 
Cuban Story. The Cuban Revolu¬ 
tion as seen through the jaun¬ 
diced eyes of Errol Flynn should 
give anyone pause. There is no 


disputing the power or apparent 
authenticity of the images cap¬ 
tured, but Flynn’s propaganda 
reeks as much as his liquor-ridden 
breath. This is no place to get a 
balanced primer in Cuban histo¬ 
ry. Too bad the DVD’s distributor, 
All Day Entertainment, didn’t fill 
in the gaps with some relevant 
journalism in their notes. DVD 
producer David Kalat provides a 
bit of background, including 
mention of the USA’s early en¬ 
dorsement of Castro, but those 
wanting to learn more about 
Cuba will have to look elsewhere. 

Kalat opts for a more extensive 
retelling of Flynn’s debauchery, 
and the pitiful summary of his life 
and career. His story is morbidly 
interesting: after making the exe¬ 
crable Cuban Rebel Girls, Flynn 
died at age 50 in October 1959, 
less than one year after the Com¬ 
munist Fidelistas took control of 
Cuba. 

Clocking in at 50 minutes, this 
is one slim volume. A brief intro¬ 
duction by daughter Kyra Pahlen 
contributes very little to our un¬ 
derstanding. But those fascinated 
by the epic tragedies of Cuba 
and/or the wonderful, horrible 
life of Errol Flynn will want to 
take a look. There is no denying 
that this is an odd moment cap¬ 
tured forever, the curious inter¬ 
section of a revolution and a dis¬ 
sipated Hollywood has-been.

new play inspired by the 
events of the previous year.

The past year has been historical¬ 
ly rich in the kind of news stories 
that feed the Mime Troupe, so it’s 
a little disappointing that the re¬ 
sults are not one of group’s 
stronger efforts. 

Mr. Smith Goes to Obscuristan 
was unveiled on the Fourth of July 
in Dolores Park, and there were 
signs that the production had not 
yet gelled. Awkward stage waits 
and erratic sound were among the 
problems, but those will surely

Always ready for her close-up 

The career of actress/icon Gloria Swanson

T : ecause she was immortal- 
ized as the mad Norma 
mm? Desmond in Billy Wilder’s 
brilliant Sunset Boulevard (1950), 
Gloria Swanson is one of the rare 
silent-screen stars whose name 
still registers with current audi¬ 
ences. In reality, she was not at all 
like the demented Miss Desmond, 
and her failure to forge a sus¬ 
tained career in talkies is lamen¬ 
table, for she was an actress with 
considerable presence. Tiny and 
not classically beautiful, her dis¬ 
tinctive looks stood out in an era 
that idealized pastel prettiness. A 
rare chance to view one of her 
early successes presents itself on 
Saturday, July 13, when the Castro 
Theatre screens Male and Female 
(1919) as part of the two-day 
Silent Film Festival. 

She was born in 1898. Her fa¬ 
ther was a civilian working for the 
military, and she grew up on army 
camps. She studied singing, and 
around 1915 was working as a 
salesgirl in Chicago when an aunt 
brought her to Essanay Studios, 
and she landed bit parts. She had 
small roles in Wallace Beery films, 
and they married in 1916. She 
made several Mack Sennett 
bathing-beauty shorts, but feared 
becoming another Mabel Nor- 
mand (“I didn’t want to be a sec¬ 
ond anybody”) and left Sennett, 
signing with Triangle. 

Stardom followed, in films like 
Society for Sale, Her Decision, and 
Wife or Country. After Triangle’s 
bankruptcy, she joined Cecil B. 
DeMille at Paramount. Together, 
they made six hugely successful 
films, remembered as much for 
their sets and her costumes as for 
their “sophisticated” plots. Usual¬ 
ly, she was wronged, learned that 
riches did not buy happiness, but 
found redemption in the end. Ti¬ 
tles like Don’t Change Your Hus¬ 
band and For Better For Worse 


(1919) tell all. That same year, she 
starred in Male and Female, an 
adaptation of J. M. Barrie’s The 
Admirable-Chrichton, about ship¬ 
wrecked aristocrats learning that 
their natural leader is the butler. 
DeMille jazzed things up with a 
Biblical flashback. 

In 1920, she asked, Why 
Change Your Wife?, then had 
Something To Think About (wid¬ 
owhood, an abusive father, and 
marriage to a disabled man). Her 
last for DeMille was The Affairs of 
Anatole. Then she enjoyed The 
Great Moment as an English so¬ 
cialite, but was Under the Lash as a 
housewife with a bullying hus¬ 
band (1921). She warned Don’t 
Tell Everything, recognized her 
Husband’s Trademark, went Be¬ 
yond the Rocks with Rudolph 
Valentino, occupied Her Gilded 
Cage, and was The Impossible Mrs. 
Bellew, all 1922. In 1923, she was 
My American Wife, one of the 
Prodigal Daughters, and Blue¬ 
beard’s Eighth Wife. 

Star power 

Swanson was at the height of 
her fame. Paramount signed Pol¬ 
ish star Pola Negri, and their sup¬ 
posed feud generated much pub¬ 
licity, but Swanson’s position was 
unassailable. She lived extrava¬ 
gantly: “I will be every inch... the 
star! Everybody from the studio 
gateman to the highest executive 
will know it.” Paramount head 
Adolph Zukor called her “tem¬ 
peramental,” but gave her a new 
contract, four pictures a year for 
three years, with story approval 
and the right to film in New York. 

Her first under those terms 
was Zaza. Then she played a 
French gamine in The Humming 
Bird, faced A Society Scandal, was 
Manhandled, revealed Her Love 
Story, and worked for the Wages of 
Virtue to support her French For¬ 
eign Legionnaire lover. In 1925, 
she went to France for Madame 
Sans-Gene, based on Sardou’s play 
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about Napoleon’s laundrywoman. 
She returned to America with the 
Legion D’Honneur award and a 
new husband, the Marquis de la 
Falaise de la Coudraye. 

Thousands of fans cheered her 
in New York and Hollywood. Her 
billing at Broadway’s Rivoli The¬ 
atre was the biggest ever seen. She 
visited The Coast of Folly, was 
Stage Struck and an Untamed 
Lady, then displayed Fine Man¬ 
ners. Paramount offered a new 
contract at a staggering $18,000 
per week, but she refused, moving 
to UA to produce her own pic¬ 
tures. Her backer was Joseph P. 
Kennedy, father of the future 
President, and her lover for many 
years. Her salary was reportedly 
$20,000 per week. 

She produced The Loves of 
Sunya, but it did not do as well as 
expected. In 1928, she was Queen 
Kelly, about a schoolgirl having an 
affair with a Prince-Consort, 
earning the wrath of his Queen. 
Erich von Stroheim directed, ex¬ 
travagantly, spending $600,000 
without finishing the movie. She 
fired him, and when noone else 
would invest, spent $200,000 of 
her own money to complete it, al¬ 
though it was never shown com¬ 
mercially in America. (Wilder 
used scenes from it in Boulevard.) 
She recovered with two smashes: 
a well-received Sadie Thompson 
(1927) and The Trespasser (1929), 
earning Oscar nominations for 
Best Actress. The latter was her 
first talkie, and she sang, “Love, 
Your Magic Spell Is Everywhere” 
to considerable acclaim. 

She followed with weak come¬ 
dies: What a Widow (1930), Indis¬ 
creet, Tonight or Never (both 
1931), and Perfect Understanding 
(1933). None of these did well. 
MGM was interested, but Swan-

son clashed with Irving Thalberg, 
and nothing came of it. At Fox, 
she found Music in the Air (1934), 
from a Kern-Hammerstein op¬ 
eretta. Columbia announced var¬ 
ious projects, but she did not 
make another film until 1941’s 
The Farmer Takes a Wife, which 
disappeared quickly. Nine years 
later, Wilder offered Boulevard. 

She was not his first choice. 
Norma Shearer rejected it, as did 
Mae West (“No one would believe 
me as a ‘has-been.’”) Wilder con¬ 
sidered Mary Pickford, but her 
drinking and script demands 
killed her chances. George Cukor 
suggested Swanson, and anyone 
else now seems unimaginable. 
Her reviews were spectacular, but 
she lost the Best Actress Oscar to 
Judy Holiday in Born Yesterday, al¬ 
though her performance was the 


most talked-about of the year. In 
its wake, she starred on Broadway 
in The Twentieth Century, but re¬ 
fused to play a mother for a film 
version of Frances Parkinson 
Keyes’ Dinner at Antoine’s. (In real 
life, she had a grandchild.) In¬ 
stead, she did a bad comedy, 
1952’s Three for Bedroom C, and 
was Agrippina in the Italian Mio 
Figlio Nerone (1956). 

Rejecting more Norma 
Desmond-like roles, she worked 
on television, toured in Butterflies 
Are Free (1970-71), and played 
herself in Airport 75. Her autobi¬ 
ography, Swanson By Swanson, 
was a bestseller, and in 1970, Larry 
Carr made her one of the Four 
Fabulous Faces in his book. The 
others were Greta Garbo, Joan 
Crawford, and Marlene Dietrich. 
She died in 1983. ▼

in these satirical sequences and in 
more subtle moments, as when he 
dances by himself holding a lamp- 
post, unaware he’s being watched. 
The payoff comes in the film’s 
final sequence, a bravura chase 
through the city in which he leaps 
on and off virtually every known 
mode of transportation in an at¬ 
tempt to stop the marriage of the 
woman he loves. This scene pre¬ 
figures The Graduate as well as 
many a Jackie Chan tour de force , 
but Lloyd did it much earlier, and 
better. Lloyd’s daughter Gloria, 
granddaughter Suzanne, and au¬ 
thor Jeffrey Vance ( Harold Lloyd, 
Master Comedian ) will be in at¬ 
tendance, along with Chris Elliott 
at the Mighty Wurlitzer. 

Another very appealing film in 
the fest is Lois Weber’s The Blot 
(1924). Weber was an anomaly, a 
woman writer-director of hugely 
successful topical films for Uni¬ 
versal Studios. She also frequently 
got into trouble for her subject 
matter; few auteurs of the time 
were as forceful as she in dealing 
with birth control or business 
scandals. The Blot has all the ele¬ 
ments of standard melodrama — 
a class-conflict romance, poverty, 
three men in love with the same 
woman. But Weber’s sure hand 
waves away the cliches before they 
happen. Louis Calhern (familiar 
later in The Asphalt Jungle, as 
Marilyn Monroe’s suicidal sugar 
daddy) excels as the rich college 
boy whose exposure to the reality 
of lower-class lives humanizes

him. Weber’s subtle methods are 
wonderfully evident in the se¬ 
quence of Mrs. Griggs, respectable 
but driven to a desperate act, 
stealing a chicken from her neigh¬ 
bor. Accompanying the film will 
be pianist Michael Mortilla. 

Three men and a baby 

William Wyler’s Hell’s Heroes 
(1930) also has a modern feel. 
This was the third version of the 
popular story made earlier and 
then remade by John Ford as 
Three Godfathers, about three 
hard-bitten outlaws who discover 
a baby in the desert and promise 
its dying mother that they’ll save 
it. Wyler is most familiar to us for 
his Bette Davis vehicles and The 
Best Years of Our Lives, but here he 
is at his most raw. Shot in Califor¬ 


nia’s Mojave Desert and Panamint 
Valley, the film has a claustropho¬ 
bic realism that makes it challeng¬ 
ing to watch, as the desert closes 
in on each of the characters, inex¬ 
orably. Charles Bickford shows his 
acting chops as the head outlaw, 
and his transformation from 
cocky bastard to a pathetic mess, 
barely recognizable as a human 
being, is powerful indeed. Terence 
Stamp, who worked with Wyler 
on The Collector, will make a spe¬ 
cial appearance, as will Dennis 
James at the Mighty Wurlitzer. 

Of course, not all the films in 
the series have the modern touch. 
The Baby Peggy vehicle Captain 
January is in every way character¬ 
istic of the sentimental melodra¬ 
mas of the period. This hoary tale

The great English song accom¬ 
panist Graham Johnson once said 
that of all the art-song interpreters 
now before the public, bass-bari¬ 
tone Robert Holl is the “most spir¬ 
itual” of the lot. This disc offers 
proof of Johnson’s assessment. 



Recorded in 1998, but first re¬ 
leased in the US in 2002, this CD 
features the Rotterdam-born Holl 
and prized accompanist Rudolf 


Jansen performing a generous 74 
minutes of song by Franz Schu¬ 
bert. While some, including “Der 
Jungling und der Tod” and “An die 
Musik,” are frequently performed, 
others, including the 17-minute 
“Der Liedler” and 14-minute 
“Viola,” are seldom encountered. 

How Holl sounded at the start 
of his career, when he won first 
prize at the international singing 
contest in Hertogenbosch in 1971, 
or in 1990, when the Austrian gov¬ 
ernment awarded him the hon¬ 
orary title of Wiener Kammer- 
sanger, I do not know. But the voice 
as of 1998 was beautifully sonorous, 
with a resonance and depth that 
bring to mind the great voice of his 
teacher Hans Hotter. Both men 
share a wobble in certain parts of 
the range that is easily overlooked 
in Holl’s case because of the beauty 
and depth of the voice. 

Like Gerard Souzay, Holl dis¬ 
plays a sensitivity, sweetness, and 
willingness to dive deeply into the 
essence of a song that is too rarely 
encountered. Nothing is rushed, 
self-conscious or forced; every 
nuance and ritard seems dictated

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by the musical essence of the lied 
at hand. In striking contrast to ris¬ 
ing baritone Randall Scarlatta, 
whose recent Berkeley recital ac¬ 
companied by Richard Goode 
suggested that he has yet to grasp 
the vastness of Schubert’s vision, 
Holl sings as though these songs 
arise from the center of his being. 

Even without translations, this 
disc takes one on a profound in¬ 
ward journey. Holl’s singing is so 
deep that, in cases of mediocre 
poetry, ignorance adds to the 
bliss. Highly recommended. 



Evening Star: German Opera 
Arias - Thomas Quasthoff; 

Wagner - Bryn Terfel (DG) 

If you’ve attended one of 43- 
year-old German bass-baritone 
Quasthoff’s Bay Area appearances, 
you know the beauty of his voice 
and the extent of his interpretive 
mastery. His 37-year-old Welsh 
bass-baritone contemporary Bryn 
Terfel, who recently presented a 
Cal Performances recital, possess¬ 
es a larger voice: round, powerful, 
luscious, and capable of darker 
but equally seductive sounds. 

The differences in the way these 
men use their voices is as great as 
the physical contrast between the 
two. Quasthoff, whose mother took 
the harmful fertility drug Thalido¬ 
mide, is way under 5 feet and moves 
awkwardly, while Terfel is a tower¬ 
ing bear of a man who seems to 
have moved beyond his back prob¬ 
lems. Terfel tends to rely heavily on 
word painting, sometimes laying it 
on too thick; Quasthoff eschews 
over interpretation, combining 
economy of expression with a mar¬ 
velous mastery of summoning the 
right tone and energy to express the 
emotion at hand. Expressed differ¬ 
ently, Terfel can seem to color words 
from the outside, while Quasthoff’s 
palette seems a natural extension of 
his inner sensibilities. 

In these discs of operatic arias, 
the contrast between Quasthoff 



and Terfel becomes apparent in 
the one selection they share in 
common, Wolfram’s “Wie Tode- 
sahnung Dammrung deckt die 
Lande (The Song to the Evening 
Star)” from Wagner’s Tannhauser. 
Given ideally transparent and ex¬ 
pressive support by conductor 
Christian Thielemann and the 
Orchester der Deutschen Oper 
Berlin, Quasthoff delivers a rapt 
performance, sounding trans¬ 
ported as he prays to the Evening 
Star to help guide a departed soul 
on its flight from Earth to Heav¬ 
en. Terfel, receiving less-than-po- 
etic support from Claudio Abba- 
do and the Berliner Philhar- 
moniker, sounds too occupied 
with underscoring the meaning of 
every word to fully embrace the 
essence of heavenly transcen¬ 
dence. Even though it is Terfel 
who seems more equipped to 
meet Wagner’s vocal demands, it 
is Quasthoff who convinces. 

Despite a voice in prime health, 
Terfel disappoints through most of 
his recital; the man sounds as 
though he has yet to find his way 
into the heart of Wagnerian conflict 
and passion. Comparisons with his 
recording of “Die Frist ist urn” from 
Der Fliegende Hollander reveal a far 
more crushing sense of tragedy in 
the goigeously-voiced 1937 live 
performance of Herbert Janssen 
(with Reiner), and more convinc¬ 
ing drama from James Morris (far 
more satisfyingly conducted by 
James Levine). And when heard 
alongside the classic Hans Hot¬ 
ter/Georg Solti recording of 
Wotan’s “Leb wohl, du kiihnes, her- 
rliches Kind!” from Die Walkure, 
the Terfel/Abbado partnership 
seems to merely skim the surface. 

Terfel has been quite cautious 
in adding Wagner to his reper¬ 
toire; he first sang Wolfram in 
1997, and will not tackle the role 
of Hans Sachs in Die Meistersinger 
before 2003. Given that Janssen’s 
voice rapidly declined after the 
Met forced him into heavy Wag¬ 
nerian roles, and Hotter and Mor¬ 
ris were both sounding worn at 
the time of their respective 
recordings, Terfel’s reluctance is 
more than justified. Let us hope 
that he continues to devote his re¬ 
sources to repertoire more suited 
to his voice and temperament. 


Lest you think that Quasthoff 
lacks personality, by all means lis¬ 
ten to his buoyant interpretations 
of multiple roles from Lortzing’s 
Zar und Zimmermann and Der 
Wildschutz. Quasthoff, who offers 
plenty of outspoken character dur¬ 
ing his recitals, knows how to 
channel his gifts in service to oper¬ 
atic interpretation. This is a won¬ 
derful disc, with singing that will 
serve as a model for years to come. 


GERARD SOUZAY

Chansons, Lieder and Opera - 
Gerard Souzay (Pearl) 

Born in 1918, baritone Gerard 
Souzay graced the recital stage for 
over 40 years. This indispensable 
disc reissues his first LP record¬ 
ings from 1950, performances 
that helped him gain prominence 
as the premiere interpreter of 
French chanson of his generation. 

Although Souzay appeared in 
opera, the first selection, a mo¬ 
notone reading of Handel’s aria 
“Si, tra I ceppi” (Berenice), leaves 
no question that art song offered 
him greater opportunities to uti¬ 
lize his many gifts. The next track, 
Beethoven’s great lied “In questa 
tomba oscura,” shows him at his 
best. Filled with light and shadow, 
the plethora of soft tones perfect¬ 
ly supported by the breath, the de¬ 
gree of subtle dynamic variation 
and shading, and, most impor¬ 
tantly, the singer’s total emotion¬ 
al involvement give life to the plea 
of the departed soul who begs for 
peace from within the grave. 

Souzay’s sense of total immer¬ 
sion is palpable in his recordings 
of 10 Faure chanson (including 
the four VHorizon Chimerique). 
Recorded with accompanist 
Jacqueline Bonneau, these perfor¬ 
mances are as idiomatically and 
emotionally perfect as some of the 
Faure interpretations by soprano 
Maggie Teyte, whose career was 
winding down just as Souzay’s 
was gaining momentum.

Under the tree 

The title Tales from the Tree 
House stirred up images of boy¬ 
hood fun. But none of the scenes 
take place in the treehouse, and 
the boys are way past treehouse 
age. Instead, Blue Blake’s half¬ 
heartedly executed video is boil¬ 
erplate porn: the interloper in the 



locker room, the photographer 
who puts the make on a model, 
the mechanic doing maintenance 
on the car owner’s son. These 
scenes are sometimes enlivened 
by the presence of star Giovani 
Corleone, a nutty-colored, well- 
padded dish who gets to tussle 
with Tuck Johnson, Chad Hunt 
and “a Hollywood name” whose 
identity is protected by having his 
head framed out of the picture, 
thus effectively nullifying his pres¬ 
ence, despite appreciable assets. I 
couldn’t recognize who it was. It 
can’t be Cameron Crow, because 
I’m sure he’s uncircumcised, and 
while Hugh Jackman has this hair 
pattern, he isn’t as muscular. 

It doesn’t much matter, 
though, as the scenes generally 
lack inner tension, with sex acts 
moved through as if items 
checked off a list. Johnson and 
Hunt do their dependable thing, 
and I liked two rangy blondes, 
Troy Michaels, with his wistful ex¬ 
pression and lusty whimpering, 
and the briefly seen Noah Walker, 
whose lanky body gives extra 
leverage to his long cock. The fi¬ 
nale cooks for a while, with the 
star and the two blondes joined by 
Dylan Reese and Cory Summers.

was remade a few years later with 
Shirley Temple as the orphan res¬ 
cued by and then taken from a 
grizzled lighthouse-keeper, but 
Baby Peggy has her own distinc¬ 
tive charms. Dressed like a doll, 
wearing heavy mascara, bow lips, 
and Bettie Page bangs, she looks 
more like the midget some critics 
accused Temple of being than 
Temple did. Peggy was a megastar 
making $1.5 million at age 4 1/2, 
but, unlike some, she survived her 
career to become respected Holly¬ 
wood historian Diana Serra Cary, 
who will introduce Captain Janu¬ 
ary. Jon Mirsalis will provide a live 
piano score. 

Another obvious period piece 
is DeMille’s Male and Female 
(1919), though it has the self-con¬ 
sciously modern “racy” elements 
the director was noted for. Gloria 
Swanson plays a spoiled rich girl 
appalled when her best friend says 
she’s in love with her chauffeur. 


But Swanson gets her chance at 
class degradation when she and a 
group of rich ninnies are ship¬ 
wrecked, and her butler, who’s in 
love with her, becomes their king. 
DeMille is always dicey at best, 
but there are several worthy as¬ 
pects of Male and Female: 
Thomas Meighan’s solid perfor¬ 
mance as the butler, Swanson’s 
hauteur, and some very funny 
Babylonian fantasies with 
Meighan as a hunky ruler and 
Swanson practically licking his 
toes. Watch for Swanson’s famous 
bath scene and her encounter 
with a real lion. Included is live 
piano accompaniment by Michael 
Mortilla. 

The fest’s international reach is 
evident in Franz Osten’s leg¬ 
endary and little-seen Shiraz 
(1928). This fable uses the back¬ 
drop of the building of the Taj 
Mahal to tell an epic love story of 
a princess and a lowly architect. 
The film was shot entirely on lo¬ 
cation in India, using natural 
light. The love story is fore¬ 
grounded to what is practically an

1920s, with richly resonant scenes 
in the marketplace and even peri¬ 
od punishments (death by ele¬ 
phant!)

Randall has a sharp eye for de¬ 
tail, as well as a highly developed 
sense of the absurd and grotesque, 
and her observations are pointed 
and perspicacious. Consider the 
character of Mammy, for exam¬ 
ple.

Always. It feels she wasn’t big 
enough to have a name.”

So long, Scarlett 

The first grown-up book (as 
opposed to the first adult book, 
which came much later) I ever 
read was my mother’s favorite 
novel, Gone With the Wind, Mar¬ 
garet Mitchell’s paean to the Old 
South. Now, at the time that I was 
reading this book, Freedom Rid¬ 
ers were risking their lives, and Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. was shar¬ 
ing his dream in Washington, DC, 
so I was clear on the fact that 
Mitchell’s South was very differ¬ 
ent from the South experienced 
by African Americans, but the 
book still captured and held my 
imagination, and I remember the 
experience of that first reading 
vividly to this day. Thank good¬ 
ness that Alice Randall has writ¬ 
ten a superb corrective for those 
old and harmful memories, in her 
very fine and funny parody, The 
Wind Done Gone (Mariner, $12). 

Beginning with what should 
have been an obvious question, 
“Where were the mulatto children 
of Tara?,” Randall creates an alter¬ 
nate view of Tara and plantation 
life, based on the mulatto daugh¬ 
ter of Gerald O’Hara, Scarlett’s fa¬ 
ther, and Mammy, the self-abne¬ 
gating servant of Mitchell’s vision. 
Cynara is Scarlett’s half-sister, al¬ 
though that relationship, of 
course, can never be recognized in 
the milieu of GWTW. In TWDG, 
everybody knows, but no one is 
allowed to say it out loud. 

Cynara is smart and clever and 
willing to do whatever she needs 
to make a life for herself after she 
is expelled from Tara because she 
started to look way too much like 
both her father and her half-sister. 
The book is her story of survival, 
as well as her commentaries on 
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$14.95) explores the penultimate 
moment in a relationship, right 
before you run screaming into the 
night, when the realization dawns 
that this person is not the one. I 
think we’ve all dated “The Man 
Who Mistook His Hat for His 
Date,” but Elizabeth Schilling gets 
lots more laughs of his horrible¬ 
ness than I ever could. It is a mon¬ 
ument to editor Kristin Beck’s 
persuasiveness that she was able 
to convince women to share some 
of these tales in which they come 
to the shocking realization that 
their skills in partner-picking 
need a little work. 

If you’ve ever considered flee¬ 
ing home and hearth (and these 
days, who besides a few Re¬ 
publicans isn’t?) to find 
new worlds and ex¬ 
perience new ways 
of looking at life,

Chastity’s innocence

The End of Innocence, Alyson,

T he lives of the children of 
celebrities are sui generis, 
unto themselves. Regarded 
with envy and disdain, celebrity 
kids certainly lead pressured lives. 
They are like American royalty, 
though they don’t tend to live with 
the royal assurance they will some¬ 
day claim a crown themselves. 
They do, however, often inherit 
celebrity itself, and they are in¬ 
evitably brought into comparison 
with their parents. In the case of 
Chastity Bono, these pressures are 
no doubt particularly fierce. Her 
mother is Cher. Cher. How much 
closer to iconicity can one get? 

The End of Innocence, Bono’s 
second book, does not reflect on 


the rarity of its author’s back¬ 
ground as an extraordinary fact 
unto itself. The presence of 
celebrity parents merely contextu¬ 
alizes a narrative of Bono’s life in 
her early 20s. It follows her 
through the formation of her 
band Ceremony, and the difficul¬ 
ties the band had with their label, 
Geffen. The real heart of Inno¬ 
cence emerges in Bono’s story of 
falling in love with Joan Stephens, 
a friend of her mother’s, 23 years 
her senior. 

Innocence follows Bono and 
Stephens as they fall deeply in 
love, only to see Stephens’ cancer 
return. Bono recounts stories of 
Stephens’ illness and death with 
excruciating detail. This is a diffi¬ 
cult story to read, harrowing in its 
sadness, and full of the heart¬ 
breaking minutiae of bodily dete¬ 
rioration. 

Bono stresses that “this book is

Yes, folks, it can only be Amer¬ 
ica’s dragapella favorites the Kin¬ 
sey Sicks, back to wow us with 
their third CD, Sicks in the City. 

Fans of the beautyshop quar¬ 
tet will Find more of what they 
have come to expect: smart lyrics 
with a comic bite, tight har¬ 
monies, and some bad-ass singing 
that blows you away. 

This offering of 18 tracks 


mines a rich lode of Broadway 
and Pop classics, filtered through 
the brilliantly twisted mind of 
Ben Schatz, to yield a cornucopia 
of commentary on gay and Jewish 
mores. 

“Locked Out of the Chapel of 
Love” updates the Dixie Cups’ 
1964 hit with a gay twist: “We’ll 
say we can’t because we can’t say I 
do... One-thousand tax breaks 
will never be mine... Locked out 
of the Chapel of Love.” Bitter 
words are juxtaposed against the 
sugary melody in high irony. 

The Sicks have always been 
ones to offer advice, such as 
“Cruise People Uglier Than You.” 
“They will be so grateful when 
you look their way that they Will 
buy you lots of things, and you 
should never, ever pay.” 

They go on to singingly sug¬ 
gest, “Screw people less experi¬ 


enced than you. They’ll never 
know how truly bad you are in 
bed, if you use teeth when you 


give head or simply lie there like 
you’re dead. For once in your life 
you won’t be the worst, so if you 
have the urgin’, simply find your¬ 
self a virgin, they won’t know how 
bad you are when you’re first.” 

“Silver Bells” becomes “It’s 
Crystal Time in the City” (“Peo¬ 
ple dancing, people dancing, peo¬ 
ple dancing, people dancing... O 
little town of Methlehem.”) 

The 1973 Maureen McGovern 
hit “Morning After” becomes a 


plea, “Don’t Let There Be a Morn¬ 
ing After,” when it comes to tricks. 
“Dark bars at 12 make you sexy, 
don’t push your luck in natural 
light... Tonight I fall for Suzanne 
Summers, but will you spring into 
Shelly Winters in the morn?” 

Gays’ rapture with IKEA is 
captured to the tune “Maria” from 
the musical West Side Story, while 
the erotic lure of “Bali Hai” ( South 
Pacific) becomes “MCI,” lament¬ 
ing the bane of telemarketers. 
“Boogie Woogie Bugle Boy” jives 
a tongue-in-cheek paean to real- 
estate developers as “Bugle Boy of 
Avenue B.” 

“Dubya” sets up the President 
with lines like: “Just smile to the 
left, and march to the right, show¬ 
case folks of color so we don’t 
look all-white, keep the major 
donors out of sight, just get a 
thousand points of GOP light.

Becoming Amy Ray 

Interview with an Indigo Girl 


by Gregg Shapiro 


fter more than a decade of 
writing songs, recording al¬ 
bums and touring, Amy Ray 
and Emily Saliers, the Indigo Girls, 
continue to dazzle and amaze. Be¬ 
come You (Epic), their latest studio 
album, is a warm, earthy album, 
destined to become a classic. After 
two albums that found the At¬ 
lanta-based out lesbian duo ex¬ 
ploring a harder-rocking sound, 
they return to the acoustic arena 
of their earlier releases. But Be¬ 
come You doesn’t rehash. It finds 
Ray and Saliers growing as singers 
and songwriters, always willing to 
try something new and unexpect¬ 
ed. “You’ve Got To Show” shows 
Saliers is perfectly comfortable 
with jazz vocal phrasing, while Ray 
rocks out full-force on “Yield.” The 
Indigo Girls play the Greek The¬ 
atre in Berkeley on July 13. 

Gregg Shapiro: After the Indigo 
Girls veered towards a harder 
edge. Become You has a 
smoother, acoustic sound. Were 


the previous discs efforts to get 
that out of your collective sys¬ 
tems, or do you foresee a return 
to that rockier style in the future? 

Amy Ray: Nothing is ever like, 
“Let’s get it out of our system.” It’s 
more like, “Where are we at right 
now?” I felt like we needed to 
make a record in a more sponta¬ 
neous way. We hadn’t done any¬ 
thing acoustic like this in quite a 
while. It just felt like it was time. I 
could see us doing another record 
that’s very layered, produced and 
has a lot of grooves on it, because 
we really enjoy doing that and we 
know people now that are good at 
that kind of production. 

There's a vintage soul quality to 
"Moment of Forgiveness." Have 
you been listening to a lot of Otis 
Redding? 

No, that started out as a country 
song. I listen to soul and R&B, and 
Emily turns me onto a lot of the 
newer stuff. But I can never write in 
that way, really. But our keyboard 
player came up with that riff, and it 
just threw it right into the Carole 
King, soulful kind of territory.

Emily wrote the song "Our Deliv¬ 
erance." Was it written in re¬ 
sponse to the events of 9/11? 

Yeah. The second day of re¬ 
hearsal for us was when 9/11 hap¬ 
pened. We ended up having that 
as almost a backdrop for our 
whole record: what was on the TV, 
constantly thinking about it. I 
know part of the song that feels 
like a response definitely is. 

It's good to know that your in¬ 
tegrity is still intact. 

I think it is. I mean, you never 
know. It could be slipping without 
me realizing it. ▼

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Coded art 

I t’s been a long time coming, but the Queer Cultural Center’s 
spiffy new fine-art gallery in the SF LBGT Community Center is 
Finally open, and it boasts a world-class inaugural exhibition, 
“Robert Rauschenberg: From the Collection of Terry Van Brunt,” 
which beautifully demonstrates the power of queer studies to alter 
the way art historians approach their work. 

The exhibition is curated by the always dynamic Jonathan D. 
Katz, Ph.D, former chair of the Department of GLBT Studies at City 
College of San Francisco, founder of Flarvey Milk Institute, and the 
first tenured faculty in gay and lesbian studies in the U.S. For more 
than 20 years, Katz has studied the work of Rauschenberg, who 
emerged as a force in the 1950s with his silkscreened photographs, 
found objects, and collage, and has secured a reputation as one of the 
most important artists of our time. This new retrospective, painstak¬ 
ing assembled and interpreted bey Katz, sheds light on some of the 
artist’s earliest and most central work. ' 

“None of these images have ever been publicly shown before,” 
said Katz on a tour of the exhibition, which takes up both of the 
gallery’s rooms. “They were all made for Terry Van Brunt, who was 
Robert Rauschenberg’s studio assistant on and off for about 23 years. 
As Rauschenberg is here talking to Terry pictorially, so too we can see 
that in some of the most famous images in American art, Rauschen¬ 
berg is talking to the other men in his life,” including Jasper Johns. 

“The whole claim about Rauschenberg being this abstract artist 
who just randomly produces agglomerations of stuff is revealed here 
to be utterly fallacious,” said Katz. “This is very carefully thought 
through, highly coded and distinctly personal work. We call this show 
‘Love Letters’ because we think of the pieces as love letters. They are 
missives — badgering, seductive, occasionally flattering — to a man 
he wants to hold on to.” 

Katz said this collection manipulates a series of codes in refer¬ 
ence to Van Brunt, and that Van Brunt well understood the kind of 
communication they engaged in. He added: “Terry straight identi¬ 
fied through much of their relationship, so these pictures were se¬ 
ductive gambits to hold Terry and pull him in.” 

Among the coded elements Rauschenberg put in the works are a 
pterodactyl, representing Terry’s passion for flying (he has a pilot’s 
license, flies ultralights, and hang glides); a boa-r (an emblem 
Rauschenberg often uses to reference himself); the torn-off pocket 
of a favorite pair of Terry’s old shorts (salvaged when they were 
thrown away); and a glass blower’s rod and a furnace (the hole in a 
glass-blower’s furnace is called a glory hole). 

One of Katz’s favorite elements is the drawing of two small cab¬ 
bages, testicular in form, which he says “rhyme with a painting by 
Jasper. Johns called ‘Painting with two balls,’ an abstract expression¬ 
ist brushed field with two small wooden balls stuck in the canvas. 
Johns made the painting in 1960 as a way of making fun of the 
macho pretensions of [Jackson] Pollack and [Willem] de Kooning 
and the abstract expressionists, because Pollack had famously said 
once that ‘I paint with my balls.’ So Johns critiques it ironically.-Well 
Rauschenberg, referencing his former lover, Jasper Johns, then uses 
these balls to poke fun at Terry’s macho pretensions in all of his fly¬ 
ing. That’s the degree of careful work these pictures all carry.” 

And how did Katz come by these works? “I gave a talk on KPFA on 
Rauschenberg and sexuality, and Terry was driving home. He had just 
split with Rauschenberg, and was depressed at the idea that what they 
had, no one knew about. Then he listens to the radio, and here’s this guy 
talking about how Rauschenberg embeds his personal feelings and 
emotions to the men he loves. Terry said it was a profound moment. 
He spent a year looking for me, and finally called me up, and said: ‘I 
want to talk to you. I’m Robert Rauschenberg’s former partner.”’ T

The Summer They Came by 
William Storandt; Villard, $12.95 

Summer Share by Chris Kenry, 
William J. Mann, Andy Schell,

aah, the boys of summer! 

Naked bodies now dot the 
m : I sands of gay beaches from 
San Gregorio to Provincetown, 
and publishers have taken note of 
this phenomenon. This summer, 
two new releases illuminate the 
phenomenon of twentysome¬ 
thing gay-boy romance in a utili¬ 
tarian if predictable fashion. 

With a cover 
that falls some¬ 
where between 
Mens Fitness mag¬ 
azine and pulp fic¬ 
tion, The Summer 
They Came offers 
no apologies for 
the double enten¬ 
dre in its title. Author William 
Storandt, who lives on the Con¬ 
necticut shore, tells the tale of Long 
Spit, Rhode Island, a mythical 
sleepy coastal village just a cum shot 
away from both Boston and Man¬ 
hattan. A gaggle of queer movers 
and shakers decide to turn Long 
Spit into the next Provincetown, 
whether the locals like it or not. 

Their carefully orchestrated 
invasion begins with a series of 
ads in gay publications, promot¬ 
ing Long Spit’s tired old hetero 
bed-and-breakfast inns as the new 
queer hot spots. Boys start show¬ 
ing up, and the locals go nuts; 
then they start doing the arith¬ 
metic. The influx of queer cash 
and commercial redevelopment 
transforms the town in one sum¬ 
mer — although in Long Spit, the 
price of fame is glory holes. And, 
of course, there are all those naked 
boys in the sand. 

Storandt does not break any 
new ground here, but he keeps the 
story moving at a brisk pace. His 
narrative voice avoids the over¬ 
worked, dishy tone of many simi¬ 
lar beach reads, but Storandt also 
avoids the juicy sex scenes that are 
almost de rigueur for this type of 
queer novel. The result is a mildly 
amusing, good-natured book 
populated with characters that 
rarely transcend the level of 




stereotype, but 
never offend. 

Summer Share 
is a collection of 
four novellas by 
different authors, 
each dealing with 
variations on the 
theme of gay summer romances. 
The standout in this collection is 
the third work, The Outline of a 
Torso, by Andy Schell. Outline 
takes place on the island of Maui, 
with a reunion of four recent col¬ 
lege graduates who last met on 
Maui six years earlier. One of the 
guys, who was closeted at the 
time, outed the other three 
16-year-old high school students. 
Now, six years later, payback 
seems to be the order of the day. 
Or is it? Schell demonstrates an 
intelligent prose voice and a ma¬ 
turity that far exceeds that of the 
other writers in this collection. 
His tale of star-crossed lovers 
comes together with genuine pas¬ 
sion and depth of insight. 

The only true summer share 
occurs in The Perfect Husband by 
William I. Mann. Perfect is a 
Provincetown tale of two gay boy 
“sisters” from Boston who rent a 
house for the summer. Reluctant¬ 
ly, they take in a hunky third 
roommate who is appearing as 
Rocky in a Provincetown produc¬ 
tion of The Rocky Horror Show. 
On the beach, in the bars, and on 
the streets, everyone is looking for 
Mr. Right but settling for Mr. 
Right Away. Mann captures the 
P-town rhythm and routine cor¬ 
rectly, and his prose voice accu¬ 
rately reflects the cloying imma¬ 
turity of his characters. Happy 
ending: dead ahead. 

Chris Kerry’s Sugar Daddy 
Summer opens with some evil hus¬ 
band-hunting queens who merci¬ 
fully become supporting charac¬ 
ters in an unpredictable romantic 
triangle. Here in Aspen, Colorado, 
the primary summer romance is 
intergenerational and involves a 
person with AIDS. Kerry’s novella 
gets points for originality, and for 
demonstrating that marrying for 
money is not necessarily all it 
might seem to be on the surface. 
This story has an essential sweet¬ 
ness and generosity of spirit. 

The final novella, Satisfaction 
by Ben Tyler, is so insipid and 
puerile I advise readers to take a 
pass on it entirely. ▼

memoir of part of a life, and bears 
comparison to other recent mem¬ 
oirs by younger writers, like Re¬ 
becca Walker’s Black, White, and 
Jewish, and Kirk Read’s How I 
Learned to Snap. 

The most obvious concern in 
such cases is merely how well a 
writer in her late 20s or early 30s 
can reflect on a wide arc of her 
life. To her credit, Bono breaks off 
a few years of her life for the 
retelling, sparing herself the diffi¬ 
culty of reflection over the entire¬ 
ty of her life. 

Shaping events 

An interesting story, The End of 
Innocense suffers a bit from Bono’s 
mild-mannered characterizations 
of random members of her life’s 
cast, and it loses a bit of its steam 
in its dense detailing of its author’s 
life. In its rendering of Stephens’ 
illness and death, these details are 
essential to the story. At other 
junctures, for example in the long 
explications of seemingly endless 
Ceremony studio sessions, such 


details are somewhat long-winded 
and less than riveting. 

Bono explained her motiva¬ 
tions for writing the book in a re¬ 
cent interview. “I think part of my 
motivation was a desire to write a 
tribute to Joan. And I think that it 
was also such a significant time in 
my life, and an experience that has 
really shaped the person that I 
am. It was something that I want¬ 
ed to share. It’s not something 
that people have known about in- 
depth.” 

About the potential impact of 
Innocence on its readers, Bono 
said, “I hope that people are 
moved by it in some way. It’s not 
like my first book [Family Out¬ 
ing] , which was specifically about 
helping people come out, and the 
impact of coming out on gay and 
lesbian people’s well-being. 
There’s no message in this book. 
It’s just what happened to me.” 

With her collaborator on Inno¬ 
cence, freelance writer Michele 
Kort, Bono is already working on 
a new book: “Another memoir, 
looking at my childhood in 
greater depth, and also dealing 
with some other stuff I haven’t 
wanted to share until now.” T
